On  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  Bartlett  Yancy,  Esquire,  the 
member  of  this  House  from  the  county  of  Caswell,  V-'as  unanimously  cho- 
sen Speaker  of  the  Senate,  and  conducted  to  the  Chair  accordingly. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  Benjamin  H.  Covington  was  appointed  Prin- 
cipal Clerk  of  the  Senate,  and  James  W.  Clark,  Clerk  Assistant. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vanhook,  Thomas  B.  Wheeler  was  appointed  Prin- 
cipal Doorkeeper  to  the  Senate,  and  Robert  Ray,  Assistant  Doorkeeper. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  it  was  ordered  that  the  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  Senate  the  last  session  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  Senate  the  present  session,  one  copy  for  each  member. 

Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  Senate  adopted  at 
the  last  General  Assembly  shall  be  the  rules  to  govern  the  Senate  the 
present  session;  which  motion  was  not  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House 
of  Commons,  informing  them  of  the  organization  of  tjie  Senate,  by  the 
appointment  of  Bartlett  Yancy,  Esquire,  Speaker;  Benjamin  H.  Coving- 
ton, Clerk;  and  James  W.  Clark,  Clerk  Assistant;  Thomas  B.  Wheeler 
and  Robert  Ray,  Doorkeepers;  and  of  their  readiness  to  commence  their 
public  duties. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  a  message  was  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commtms,  proposing  that  a  joint  select  committee  be  appointed 
by  the  two  Houses  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform 
him  that  the  Legislature  has  met  agreeably  to  law,  and  is  now  ready  to 
receive  any  communication  he  may  think  proper  to  make;  and  Mr.  Wil- 
son of  Edgecombe  and  Mr.  Forney  were  appointed  the  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  ten  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning. 

Tuesday,  December  26,  1826. 
The  Senate  met. 
Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  stating  the  due  or- 
ganization of  that  House  by  the  appointment   of  John   Stanly,  Esquire, 
Speaker;  Pleasant  Henderson,  Clerk;  and  Charles  Manly,  Clerk  Assis- 
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tant;  John  Lumsilen  and  Richard  Roberts,  Doorkeepers;  and  that  they 
arc  prepared  to  enter  upiin   public  business. 

Received  also  a  message  from  that  House,  agreeing  to  the  proposition  of 
the  Senate,  that  a  joint  select  conuuittee  be  appointed  by  the  two 
Houses  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the 
Legislature  has  met  agreeably  to  law,  and  is  now  ready  to  receive  any 
communication  he  may  think  proper  to  make;  and  appointing  Robert  H. 
Jones,  Tljomas  Settle  and  John  E.  Lewis  to  form  the  said  committee  on 
the  part  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Seawell  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  assign  suitable  places  in  the  Senate 
Chamber  tor  one  or  more  stenographers,  for  this  session. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  the 
tw6  Houses  proceed  immediately  to  the  election  of  three  Engrossing 
Clerks,  and  stating  that  Samuel  F.  Patterson,  James  H.  Pool,  Felix  Ax- 
ley,  Robert  H.  Wynne,  Samuel  Holt,  Joseph  A.  Ramsa}-,  Henry  Carson, 
Thomas  G.  Stone,  Thomas  Dews,  Wm.  R.  Hinton,  Wm.  Jr  Cowan  and 
W^m.  Street,  are  nominated  for  the  appointment;  which  proposition  was 
agreed  to  by  the  Senate;  and  John  B.  Jasper  was  added  to  the  nomina- 
tion. Thereupon  Mr.  Leak  and  Mr.  Beard  of  Rowan  were  appointed 
superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  the  House 
of  Commons  v/as  informed  thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a 
select  joint  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  joint  rules  for 
the  regulation  of  tlie  intercourse  and  (or  the  government  of  the  two 
Houses;  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Forney,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr. 
Gary  and  Mr.  ^Vhitehurst  attend  the  Senate  as  superintendents  of  the 
balloting,  on  the  part  of  that  House,  for  three  Engrossing  Clerks. 

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  on 
his  excellency  the  Governor,  reported  that  the  committee  were  authoris- 
ed to  state,  that  he  would  make  a  communication  to  the  Legislature  at 
,  12  o'clock,  this  day. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  the 
two  Houses,  immediately  upon  their  meeting  tomorrow,  do  proceed  to 
the  election  of  a  Governor  of  the  State  for  the  ensuing  year;  and  stating 
that  Hutchins  G.  Burton  is  in  nomination  for  the  appointment;  which, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Seawell,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  M'Kay  presented  the  following  resolution: 

liesolved.  That  a  select  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  what  measures  may 
be  necessary  to  be  adopted  for  validating  acts  which  may  have  been  done  by  the 
Governor,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  State,  during  a  supposed  vacancy  in  these 
several  offices,  and  for  supplying  those  vacancies. 

Which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Forney,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  ap 
pointment  of  standing  committees,  which  were  made  as  follows: 

On  the  Committee  of  Claims — Messrs.  Love,  Gray,  Spaight  of  Craven,  Leak,  Mat 
thews,  Beard  of  Rowan,  Sellars  and  Bell.

0:i  the  Comrrriiice  of  Privileges  and  Elections — Messrs.  A'anhoolc,  Croom,  M'Milian, 
Boddie,  Gilchrist,  Davenport,  Alexander  and  Lock. 

On  the  Ccmmiltee  of  Finance — Messrs.  King-,  Sharp,  M'Kay,  Pickett,  Hill  of  Frank- 
lin, Seavvell,  Williams  of  Beaufort  and  Stokes. 

Mr.  Leak,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
three  Engrossing  Clerks,  reported  that  Samuel  F.  Patterson  was  duly  e- 
lected;  and  that  no  other  person  in  nominatio^n  had  received  a  majority 
orti)e  votes;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Stokes  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  tlie  Secretary  of  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  suspend 
the  issuing  of  grants  for  lands,  and  to  cease  frona,  all  official  duties  in  his  office  until 
otherwise  directed  by  this  General  Assembly. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Seawcll  presented  a  bill  (o  incorporate  an  academy  on  the  land  of 
Seth  Jones,  in  the  county  of  Wake,  by  the  name  and  under  the  titl^  of 
Pomona  Academy;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

A  message  was  received  from  his  excellency  the  Governor,  which  was 
read  and  ordered  to  be  printed;  and  a  proposition  was  received  from  the 
Mouse  of  Commons,  that  four  copies  of  the  said  message  be  printed  for 
each  member  of  this  General  Assembly;  which  was  not  agreed  to;  and 
the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  by  message,  that,  pursuant  to  the 
Joint  Rules  of  the  two  Houses,  the  Senate  had  ordered  that  the  Gover- 
nor's message  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Stokes  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  taken  this  da}'^  on  the  resolu- 
tion presented  by  him  in  relation  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  a  view 
to  amend  the  same;  and  the  question  thereon  was  determined  in  the  af- 
firmative. Mr.  Stokes  moved  then  to  amend  the  same,  by  inserting  the 
following  preamble,  to  wit:  "  Whereas  doubts  exist  whether  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  State  has  not  become  vacant  since  the  SOth  day  of  Novem- 
ber last,  in  consequence  of  the  law  altering  the  time  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly."  Which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Mr. 
M'Kay  moved  that  the  resolution  be  further  amended,  by  striking  out  the 
following  words:  "  and  to  cease  from  all  official  duties  in  his  office;''^  which 
was  not  agreed  to.  Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Stokes,  the  re- 
i  f'lution  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

And  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow. 


Wednesday,  December  27,  1826, 
The  Senate  met. 

John  Sellars,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Sampson,  appeared,  pro- 
duced the  certificate  of  his  election,  was  qualified,  and  took  his  seat. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to  ballot 
fmmediatt'ly  for  the  two  engrossing  clerks  yet  to  be  elected;  which  pro- 
position was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Alexander  and  Mr.  Boddie  were  ap- 
pointed superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  ot  the  Senate.  There- 
upon a  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that 
Mr.  DariT;F;n  and  Mr.  Seawell  were  appointed  superintendents  on  the  part 
'if  that  House, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  Mr.  Hawkins,  the  Senator  from 
ihe  county  of  Warren,  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  service  of  this 
«louf;e  iVom  and  after  this  day  until  Monday  next. 

i)n  motion  of  Mr,  Forney,  the  Senate  piuce-eded  to  tlie  consiilcration  of 
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the  propositton  from  the  Commons  of  the  26th  instant,  relative  to  the  e- 
lection  of  a  Governor  of  the  State  for  the  ensuing  year;  which  was  read 
and  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Forney  and  Mr.  Williams  of  Martin  were  ap- 
pointed superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate;  and  a 
message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  Mr. 
Fisher  and  Mr.  Potter  were  appointed  supenntendents  on  the  part  of  that 
House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  King,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
proposing  to  ballot  immediately  for.  th«  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Comp- 
troller of  State,  and  nominating  John  Haywood  for  Treasurer,  William 
Hill  for  Secretary,  and  Joseph  Hawkins  for  Comptroller. 

Mr.  Boddie  presented  a  bill  for  the  Jaetter  regulation  of  the  Courts  of 
Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  of  Nash;  which  was  read  the 
first  time  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  incorporate  an  Academy  on  the  lands  of  Seth  Jones,  in  the 
county  of  Wake,  by  the  name  and  under  the  title  of  •'  Pomona  Academy," 
was  read  the  second  aiid  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  the  follovv'ing  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  several  amendments 
to  it,  and  the  Constitution  of  this  Stale,  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member  ot 
this  General  Assembly. 

Which  being  read,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Senate  that  the  same  shall 
not  pass. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  agreeing  to  the  pro- 
position of  the  Senate  that  a  balloting  immediately  take  place  for  a  Trea- 
surer, Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State,  and  appointing  Mr.  Marshall 
and  Mr.  Frederick  to  superintend  the-ballotingon  the  part  of  that  House. 
Thereupon  Mr.  Hill  of  Stokes  and  Mr.  W' ilson  of  Edgecombe  were  ap- 
pointed superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  PicKett  presented  sundry  resolutions,  referring  the  different  sub- 
jects contained  in  the  Governor's  Message  to  select  committees;  which, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  were  ordered  to  lie  on  tlie  table. 

Mr.  Foreman  presented  the  resignation  of  Joseph  S.  Maye,  Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  the  militia  of  Hyde  county;  and  Mr.  Gray  presented  the  re- 
signation of  Larkin  C.  York,  ajustice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Ran- 
dolph; which  were  severally  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate,  and  sent 
to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning. 

Thursday,  December  28,  1826. 
The  Senate  met. 

John  Gilchrist,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Robeson,  and  Stephen 
Miller,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Duplin,  appeared,  produced  the 
certificates  of  their  election,  were  qualified,  and  took  their  seats. 

Mr.  Forney,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Governor  of  the  State  foi  the  ensuing  year,  reported  that  Hutchins  G, 
Burton  was  duly  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Hill,  of  Stokes,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  bal- 
loting for  a  Treasurer,  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State,  reported  that 
John  Haywood  was  duly  elected  Treasurer;  Joseph  Hawkins,  Comptrol- 
ler; and  William  Hill,  Secretary  of  State;  which  was  concurred  in. 
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Mr.  Boddie,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  tiic  balloting 
for  the  two  engrossing  Clerks  yet  to  be  elected,  reported  that  no  person 
in  nomination  had  received  a  majority  ot"  the  votes.  Thereupon  a  mes- 
sage was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  tliat  a  fur 
thcr  balloting  immediately  take  place;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  names  of  W.  R.  Hinton  and  Felix  Axley  were  withdrawn  from 
the  nomination,  and  Mr.  Croom  and  Mr.  Baird  of  Burke  were  appointed 
superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.  And  a  mes- 
sage was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  Mr.  Best  and 
Mr.  Green  were  appointed  superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part 
of  that  House;  and  that  the  names  of  Robert  H.  Wynne  and  Henry 
Carson  are  withdrawn  from  the  nomination. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a 
joint  select  committee  be  appointed  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Govern- 
or, and  inform  him  of  his  re-election,  and  to  know  of  him  when  it  will 
be  convenient  for  him  to  attend  the  two  Houses  and  take  the  oaths  of 
office;  and  stating  that  Mr.  Fisher  and  Mr.  Potter  form  the  committee  on 
the  part  of  that  House;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  For- 
ney and  Mr.  Wilson  of  Edgecombe,  were  appointed  to  form  the  said 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Sanders  presented  a  bill  to  alter  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Legislature;  which  being  read  the  first  time,  it  was  resolved  by  the 
Senate  that  this  bill  shall  not  pass. 

Mr.  M'Kay  presented  a  bill  to  make  private  acts  printed  by  the  Printer 
of  the  State  evidence  in  the  Courts  of  this  State;  which  Avas  read  th^ 
first  time  and  passed. 

The  bill  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter 
Sessions  for  the  county  of  Nash,  was  read  the  second  time  and  passed; 
and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  HoUimon,  by  extending  the  provisions  of 
the  bill,  so  as  to  apply  to  the  county  of  Northampton.  Thereupon  the 
said  bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  from  the  joint  select  committee  appoint- 
ed to  wait  on  his  Excellency  Hutchins  G.  Burton,  to  inform  him  of  his 
election  as  Governor  of  the  State  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  knoAV  when 
it  will  be  agreeable  to  him  to  take  the  oaths  of  his  qualification,  report- 
ed that  the  committee  were  instructed  to  state,  that  he  would  attend  for 
that  purpose  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Commons,  at  the  hour  of  12 
o'clock,  on  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Love  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  taken  this  day  on  the  bill  to  al- 
ter the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  question 
thereon  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  Thereupon  the  said  bill  was 
read  the  first  time  and  passed,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene, 
the  said  bill  was  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  and  made 
the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  next. 

Mr.  Alexander  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  1819,  con- 
cerning the  town  of  Concord;  and  Mr.  Sharpe,  a  bill  to  incorporate  Spring- 
field Academy,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  and  appoint  the  Trustees 
thereof;  which  bills  were  severally  read  the  first,  second  and  third  times 
and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.   Stokes  presented  the  petition  of  Peter  Dowell,  late  Sheriff  of

;-ury,  be  refuniieti  to  him;  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stolces,  was  referred 
to  the  committee  of  Claims. 

On  hiotion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  resolutions  presented  by  Mr.  Pickett  on  the  27th  instant, 
and  the  same  were  read  and  agreed  to,  to  wit: 

1.  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  Public  Educa- 
tion, be  referred  to  a  select  committee.

and  sent  to  tlie  House  of  Commons.

Mr.  Crooni,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
the  two  Engrossing  Clerks  yet  to  be  elected,  reported  that  no  person  in 
nomination  had  received  a  majority  of.  the  votes;  and  a  message  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  that  a  further  balloting 
immediately  take  place  by  the  two  Houses,  and  stating  that  the  names  of 
Messrs.  Jasper,  Holt  and  Ramsay  are  withdrawn  from  the  nomination; 
which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Smith 
were  appointed  superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 
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And  tlicrciipon  a  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons, 
stating  that  Mr.  Cooper  and  Mr.  Hodges  are  itppoinled  superintendents 
of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House. 

Received  from  the  House  of  C(»mr.ioiis,  the  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Treasurer,  accompanied  with  a  proposition  from  that  House,  that  the  said 
report,  with  its  references,  be  referred  to  the  joint  committee  of  Finance, 
and  that  the  usual  number  of  said  report  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members;  which  proposition  was  agreed  tfiby  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a 
joint  select  committee  be  appointed  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Govern- 
or, and  to  conduct  him  into  the  Commons  Hall,  at  12  o'clock  this  day, 
for  the  purpose  of  his  qu  didcation,  and  stating  that  Mr.  Potter  and  Mr. 
Fisher  form  the  committee  on  the  part  of  that  House;  wind)  proposition 
was  agreed  to;  and  thereupon  Mr.  Forney  and  Mr.  Wilson  of  Edgecombe 
were  appointed  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

The  hour  having  arrived  that  the  Governor  intimated  he  would  attend 
the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  his  qualification  as  Governor  of  the 
State  for  the  ensuingyear,  antl  (he  Senate  being  informed  that  the  House 
of  Commons  is  in  readiness  to  receive  the  Senate  on  the  occasion;  therc- 
lipon  the  two  Houses  convened  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
when  the  necessary  oaths  prescribed  by  law  were  administered  to  the 
Governor  by  the  Honorable  John  L.  Taylor,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State.  After  which  the  Senate  returned  to  their  Chamber 
lor  the  purpose  of  legislation. 

The  bill  to  make  private  acts  printed  by  the  Printer  of  the  State  evi- 
dence in  the  Courts  of  this  State,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amend 
ed,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill  of  Franklin,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  pas- 
sed or  to  be,"  in  the  third  line  of  the  first  section,  and  inserting  the  v/ords 
"  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter."  The  question  then  recurred  on 
the  passage  of  said  bill  the  secojid  time;  which  was  determined  in  the 
affirmative. 

Mr.  Montgomery,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  bal- 
loting for  the  two  Engrossing  Clerks  yet  to  be  elected,  reported  that 
Thomas  G.  Stone  and  Wm.

Mr.  M'Kay  presented  the  following  resolution. 

Whereas,  in  the  grants  of  land  that  issued  during  the  provincial  government, 
there  are  certain  reservations  of  part  of  the  gold  and  silver  ore,  that  may  happen 
from  time  to  time  to  be  found;  alid  whereas,  on  the  revolution  in  government,  the 
State  succeeded  to  all  the  rights  which  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  had  in  said  reser- 
vations: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  Finance  be,  and  tBey  are  hereby  instructed  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  securing  to  the  State  the  benefit  of  said  reservations; 
and  that  they  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Which  being  read,  the  further  consideration  thereof  was,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Pickett,  postponed  until  Monday  next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Matthews,  a  committee  was  appointed  on  Divorce 
and  Alimony,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Matthews,  Gray,  Montgomery,  De- 
vane  and  Parker, 
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Mr.  Mattlievvs  presented  flic  petition  of  Mildred  M'Lilley.  praying  to 
be  divorced  rnuu  her  husband  John  M'Lilley;  and  Mr. ^  Gray  presented 
the  petition  of  Mourning  Adams,  of  Randolp!»  county,  pi ayinj;  tliat  the 
property  she  may  iiereafter  ac(juire,  I)c  secured  to  her  separate  use;  which 
petitions  were  severally  nderred  to  the  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony. 

Mr.  Pickett  presented  the  following  resolution,  to  wit: 

Whereas  many  of  tlie  citizens  of  this  State  have  heretofore  availed  themselves  of 
the  attendance  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pay  into  the  Treasury 
the  purcliase  money  for  entries  of  land,  and  in  consequence  of  tlie  change  in  the 
sittinc^  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  time  foi>  payment  of  all  entries  made  previous 
to  1835  did  expire  on  the  lodi  day  of  this  instant; 

Resolved,  therefore.  That  the  committee  of  Finance  be  instructed  to  inquire  info 
the  expediency  of  providin;^  by  la\','  for  giving  a  further  time  for  payment  of  pur- 
chase moviey  on  all  entries  made  since  tlie  iirst  day  of  January,  1824. 

Which  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons, -a  message,  proposing  that  a 
joint  select  committee  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  five  membeis  on  the 
part  of  the  House  of  Commons,  to  be  styled  the  Judiciary  Committee; 
and  that  a  joint  select  committee  be  appointed,  to  consist  also  of  five 
members  from  that  House,  to  be  styled  the  Committee  on  the  Cherokee 
Lands;  to  whom  shall  be  referred,  respectively,  so  much  of  the  Gover- 
nor's message  as  relates  to,  the  above  subjects;  which  propositions  were 
Wiit  agreed  to. 

Received  also  in  the  same  message,  a  further' proposition,  that  a  joint 
select  committee  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  twenty  members  froni  each 
House,  to  De  selected,  live  from  the  first,  five  from  the  second,  five  from 
the  third,  and  five  from  the  fifth  Judicial  districts,  to  inquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  altering  the  times  of  holding  the  Fall  terms  of  the  Superior 
Courts  of  said  districts,  with  power  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise;  which 
being  read,  Mr.  Pickett  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  striking  out  the 
Avnrds,  "  five  from  the  first,  five  from  the  second,  five  from  the  third,  aocl 
five  from  the  fifth  Judicial  districts,"  and  inserting  the  words,  "three 
members  of  each  House,  to  be  selected  from  each  Judicial  circuit;"  which 
amendment  was  not  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  concur- 
ring with  tlie  proposition  from  the  House  of  Commons,  and  the  same  was 
determined  in  the  afiirrtiative.  Thereupon  Messrs.  Pickett,  M'Kay,  Ty- 
son, Lock,  Elliott,  Spaight  of  Graven,  Speight  of  Greene,  Miller,  Wil- 
liams of  Beaufort,  Davis,  Seawell,  Wilson  of  Edgecombe,  Hill  of  Frank- 
lin, Boddie,  Joiner,  Bullock,  Bell,  Riddick^  Sliarpe  and  Hunter,  were 
appointed  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Received  also  in  the  same  message,  a  further  proposition,  that  a  joint 
select  committee  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  two. members  on  the  part  of 
that  house,  to  be  styled  the  Commit-tee  of  Public  Buildings;  which  propo- 
sition was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Speed  and  Mr.  King  were  appointed  th?

Mr.  Gilchrist  moved  that  the  words  "  emanci- 
pation of  slaves"  be  striken  out,  and  the  words  "  abolition  of  slavery"  in- 
serted; which  was  agreed  to.     The  cjuestion  then  recurred  on  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution,  and  the  same  was  determined  in  the  aJfirmative. 
Mr.  Beard,  of  llowan,  presented  the  following  resolution: 
Jiesolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to  inquire  whether 
any,  and,  if  any,  what  amend^ient  is  necessary  to  the  laws  respecting  administrators  , 
of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,   the  more  effectually  to  prevent  loss  to  such  es- 
tates by  the  mismanagement  or  fraud  of  administrators,  and  likewise  to  protect  the 
securities  of  administrators;  and  that  they  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 
Which  was  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  establish  Mocksville  Academy,  in  the 
county  of  Rowan,  and  to  incorporate  the  trustees  thereof;  in  v.'hich  they 
ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read 
the  first,  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 
Mr.  Foreman  presented  a  bill  to  repeal  an  act.  passed  in  the  year  1823, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  annex  part  of  ('urrituck  county  to  Hyde  county;" 
and  Mr  Montgomery  presented  a. bill  concerning  the  election  of  sherift's; 
which  bills  were  ?;everally  read  the  first  time  and  passed;  and  the  bill  first 
above  mentioned  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  referred 
TO  the  committee  of  Propositions  and"  Grievances;  and  the  last  mention- 
ed bill  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Montgonxery,  committed  to  a  committee  of 
the  whole  House,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Wednesday  next,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed.

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Mr.  Gilcluist  presented  the  resignation  of  John  Stewart,  of  Robeson 
lOiinty;  antl  Mr.  Tyson  presented  the  resignation  of  John  Patterson  and 
Arch'd  Dalryniple,  of  Moore  county,  justices  of  the  peace  in  tlieir  respec- 
tive counties;  which  were  read  and  accepted,  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Received  from  tlie  House  of  Commons,  the  following  resignations,  to 
wit:  The  resignations  of  Galihew  Moore,  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  1st 
regiment  of  tlie  militia  of  Surry  county;  Thomas  Crawford,  as  Ijieutenant 
Ctilonel  of  the  iirst*  regiment  of  the  militia  of  Iredell  county;  John  M.

The  Senate  met.

Mr,  M'Kay  presented  the  following  resolution: 

AVhereas,  by  the  laws  now  in  force,  a  presumpiion  of  paj'ment  on  judgments  of 
Courts  of  Record,  bonds  and  other  sealed  uistruments,  does  not  arise  under  twenty 
years;  and  whereas,  also,  redemptions  of  mortgages  may  be  made  withiu  the  same 
period,  which  rule  is  often  productive  of  miscliief: 

Therefore,  resolved.  That  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  Ije^instructed  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  hmiting  the  time  within  which  suits  on  juJg-menls  of  Courts 
of  Record,  bonds  and  other  sealed  instruments  may  be  brought,  and  redemptions  of 
mortgages  made. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Smith  presented  a  bill  respecting  the  allowance  of  claims  and  the 
appropriation  of  the  public  money  in  Davidson  county;  Mr.  Davenport 
presented  a  bill  to  establish  a  poor  house  in  the  county  of  Washington; 
and  Mr.  Burney  presented  a  bill  regulating  the  duty  of  Grand  Jtuors,  in 
regard  to  presentments  for  affrays  and  for  aasault  and  battery;  which  bills 
were  severally  read  the  iirst  time  and  passed;  and  the  last  mentinnod  bill 
was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  referred  to  the  Judiciary  committee.

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is  not  leo-ally  entitled  to  a  seat;  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight  of  Greene, 
was  referred,  together  with  the  acxompanying  documents,  to  the  commit- 
tee of  Privileges  and  Elections, 

Mr.  Croom  presented  the  following  resolution: 

liesolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  empowering-  the  Justices  of  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions 
of  tlie  several  counties  in  this  State  to  establish  poor  and  work  houses  in  their  re- 
spective counties,  excepting' those  counties  in  which  poor  and  work  houses  are  al- 
ready established  by  law;  and  that  they  report  by  hill  or  otherwise. 

Which  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight  of  Craven,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House 
of  Commons,  stating  tliat  the  Senate  have  appointed,  in  pursuance  of  the 
joint  rules  of  the  two  Houses,  a  Library  commitlee;  and  thereupon,  Messrs. 
Spaight  of  Craven,  Pickett  and  M'Kaj  were  appointed  the  said  commit- 
tee on  tlie  part  of  the  Senate.

State,  and  not  retiu'n  to  reside  therein. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Beard,  of  Rowan,  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of 
Rowan  county,  on  the  subject  of  the  election  of  Constables;  which,  on 
7Botion  of 'Mr.  Beard  of  Rowan,  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Pro- 
positions and  Grievances, 

Mr.  Gray  presented  the  petition  of  Robert  Murdoch,  of  Randolph  coun- 
ty,praying  that  a  law  be  passed  to  confirm  the  name  and  to  legitimate 
Alexander  Murdoch,  son  of  the  said  Robert,  accompanied  with  a  bill  to 
carry  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  into  efi'ect;  vvhicli  bill  was  read  the  first 
tipic  and  passed. 

Mr.  M'Dowell  presented  the  petition  of  Samuel  J.  Edney,  of  Bun- 
combe county,  praying  to  be  divorced  from  his  wife  Oliva;  which,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  M'Dowell,  w'as  referred-  to  the  committee  of  Divorce  and 
Alimony.

verally read  the  first  time  and  passed,  and  the  last  mentioned  bill  was, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight  of  Greene,  referred  to  the  committee  appoiflt- 
td  on  that  part  of  the  Governor-s  message  which  relates  to  free  persons 
of  colour. 

The  bill  authorising  the  trustees  of  the  Richmond  Academy  to  raise  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  by  lottery,  was  read  the  second  time  and 
passed.

cond time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr,  Love  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  ot  this  State,  on 
the  subject  of  a  turnpike  road,  accompanied  with  a  bill  to  carry  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioners  into  effect;  which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  iu- 
ternal  Improvements. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a 
balloting  take  place  on  Saturday  next,  for  a  Public  Piinterfor  the  ensuing 
year;  and  stating  that 'Lawrence  &  Lernay  are  in  nomination  for  the  ap- 
pointment; which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and  Joseph  Gales  &  Son 
added  to  the  nomination,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  there- 
of by  message.

of  the  Peace;  also  the  resignation  of  Isaac  Beeson,  as  Lieut.  Colonel  of 
the  militia  of  Guilford  county;  which  were  severally  read  and  accepted  by 
the  Senate. 
•    Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to  morrow  morning.'

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  a  bill  to  amend  the 
emaiicipation  laws;  v.hich  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr,  Forney,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Rowan  county, 
on  the  subject  of  the  election  of  constables,  reported  the  following  resolu- 
tion: •' 7?eso/yeJ,  that  the  praj'^er  of  the  petitioners  ought  not  to  be  grant- 
ed;" which  was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Forney,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  County  Court  of  Warren,  in  favor  of  Elizabeth  Harriss,  re- 
ported the  follotv'ing  resolution;  "  Resolved,  that  Elizabeth  Harriss  be  en- 
titled to  receive  ninety  dollars  for  one  year's  allowance;"  which  was  a- 
greed  to;  and  thereupon  the  said  resolution  was  read  the  second  and  third 
times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  memorial  from  Arch'd  D. 
Murphey,  accompanied  with  a  proposition  from  that  House,  that  the  same 
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be  rcfeircJ  to  a  select  Joint  Committee;  which  proposition  was  agreed 
to;  aiul  thereupon  Messrs.  Forney,  Stokes,  M'Kay,  Sneed  and  Montgo- 
mery were  appointed  the  said  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.

of  Moore,  Carteret  and  Bertie,"  so  far  as  relates  to  the  county  of  Bertie^ 
and  Mr.  Beard,  of  Rowan,  presented  a  bill  to  establish  a  Medical  Society,- 
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?.nd  to  regulate  ilis  praticc  ef  pli.ysic  and  surgery  witkin  this  Slate;  uliich 
bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed;  and  the  last  mentioned 
bill  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Beard,  of  llowan,  referred  to  a  seleci  commit- 
tee, and  thereupon  Messrs.  Beard  of  Rowan,  King,  Montgoaiery,  Love 
and  Gray  were  appointed  the  said  committee.

The  bill  to  prohibit  the  justices  of  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Ses- 
sions for  the  county  of  Brunswick  from  allowing  extra  service  money  to 
the  county  officers;  the  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  theyear  1818,  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  authorise  the  wardens  of  the^poor  to  build  a  poor  house 
in  the  county  of  Beautort,  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  the  same,  and  for 
other  purpof>es;"  and  the  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1825,  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  1822,  entitled  "  an  act  making 
compensation  to  the  jurors  of  the  Superior  and  County  Courts  of  Moore, 
Carteret  and  Bertie."  v/ers  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed;  and  the  last  mentioned  bill  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gil- 
liam, by  adding  the  following  to  the  first  section,  to  wit:  •*  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  the  county  of  Bertie."

king compensation  to  the  jurors  of  the  Superior  and  County  Courts  of 
Moore,  Carteret,  and  Bertie,"  so  far  as  relates  to  the  county  of  Bertie. 
In  v^hich  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  that  House. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  of  the  date  of  the 
8th  instant,  proposing  that  the  two  Houses,  at  their  meeting  this  day,  pro-

Received  from  the  Hou&e  of  Commons,  a  message  from  his  excellency 
the  Governor,  accompanied  with  a  proposition  from  that  House,  that  the 
said  message,  together  v/ith  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Georgia,  therein  referred  to,  be  referred  to  a  select  joint  committee. — 
Which  proposition  was  agreed  to;  and  thereupon  Messrs.  Seawell,  Pick- 
ett, M'Kay,  Spai^ht  of  Craven,  and  Stokes,  were  appointed  the  said  com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  Senate.  • 

Mr.  Matthews,  from  (!ic  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  bill  to  secure  to  Martlia  Barbee,  of  Wake  county,  such 
property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire,  reported  the  said  bill  without  a 
xnendment.     Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time  and  pass 
«d. 

Mr.  Forney,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to 
^vhom  was  referred  a  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1823,  enti 
tied  "  An  act  to  annex  part  of  Currituck  county  to  Hyde  county,"  and 
the  bill  to  authorise  Benjamin  W.  Williams,  of  Moore  county,  to  erect  a 
bridge  across  Deep  river,  reported  the  said  bills  with  sundry  amendments; 
which  were  agreed  to  by  the  Senate..  Thereupon  the  first  mentioned  bill 
\vas  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-mocrow,  and  the  last  mentioned  bill 
was  read  the  second  time  and  passed.  • 

Mr.  King  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  county  of 
Iredell,  in  relation  to  the  duty  of  constables;  which  was  referred  to  the 
Judiciary  committee.

The  bill  to  repeal  part  of  the  first  section  ot  an  act,  passed  in  the  year 
3811,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  divide  the  militia  of  Surry  county  into  two 
poparale  and  distinct  regiments,"  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Received  from'  thellouse  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
iiave  passed  a  bill  to  empower  Joseph  Huston,  of  Iredell  county,  to  erect 
and  keep  up  gates  across  certain  roads  therein  mentioned;  a  bill  to  alter 
thp  time  of  holding  the  elections  of  members  cf  Assembly  and  members 
of  Congress  in  the  county  of  Greene;  a  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in 
the  year  1815,  for  the  destruction  of  wolves  in  the  county  of  Ashe;  and  a 
bill  to  legitimate  certain  persons  therein  named;  in  which  they  ask  the 
cancurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  said  tills  v/ere  severally  read 
the  first  time  and  passed.

The  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  e- 
lections  of  members  of  Assembly  and  members  of  Congress  in  the  county 
of  Greene;  a  bill  to  empower  Joseph  Huston,  of  Iredell  county,  to  erect 
and  keep  up  gates  across  certain  roads  therein  mentioned;  and  a  bill  to 
repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1815,  for  the  destruction  of  wolves  in 
the  county  of  Ashe,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  legitimate  certain  persons  therein  named,  was  read 
the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr, 
Riddick,  by  adding  the  second  section  to  the  bill,  in  the  following  words, 
to  wit:  •'  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  name  of  Dicey  Cartwright, 
daughter  of  Solomon  Riddick  and  his  wife  Mary  Ann,  be  altered  to  that 
of  Dicey  Riddick;  and  that  the  said  Dicey  be  legitimated,  and  entitled  to 
take  by  descent  or  distribution,  in  the  same  manner  she  would  have  been, 
if  she  had  been  born  in  wedlock."  Thereupon  a  message  was  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

Mr.  M'Millan  presented  the  resignation  of  Elijah  Callaway,  as  Justice 
of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Ashe;  which  v/as  read  and  accepted,  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  mornii?g. 
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Thursday,  January  11,  1827. 
The  Senate  met. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commims,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  a  bill  to  exph-iin  aa  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  pa«;sed  in 
the  year  1822,  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorise  the  County  Courts  to  require 
administrators  and  others  to  give  other  or  counter  security,  upon  the  pe- 
tition of  their  securities;"  a  *jill  to  repeal  part  of  the  lirst  section  of  an 
act,  passed  in  the  year  1811,  entitled  "  An  act  to  divide  the  militia  of  Sur- 
ry county  into  two  separate  and  distinct  regiments;"  a  bill  to  secure  to 
MoT'.rning  Adatns,  of  Randolph  county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereaf- 
ter acquire;  a  bill  to  authorise  Benjamin  W.  VVilliams,  of  Moore  county, 
t«  erect  abridp,e  across  Deep  river;  a  bill  to  authorise  the-  County  Courts 
of  Guilford  and  Davidson  to  appoint  a  committee  of  Finance;  a,  bill  to  se- 
cure to  iMartha  Barbee,  of  Wake  county,  such  property  as  she  may  here- 
after acquire;  and  a  bill  to  incorporate  the  Nashville  male  and  female  a- 
cademies;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Davis  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Hesoh-ed,  That  the  committee  of  Finance  be  instructed  to  Inquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  adopting-  certain  measures,  so  as  to  enable  the  several  persons,  whost 
lands  were  condemned  for  tlie  purpose  of  buildirj^  a  fortification  on  Bogue  Banks, 
■Carteret  county,  to  receive  their  rateable  proportions  of  the  sum  at  v/hich  the  tract 
of  land  aforesaid  was  valued. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Sharpe  presented  the  following  resolution: 

JResolved,  That  the  Military  committee  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  so  ariiending  the  militia  laws  of  this  State,  that  field  officers,  after  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  their  ofTices  three  years,  and  captains  of  the  militia,  five- 
years,  may,  at  their  discretion,  be  discharged  from  military  duties;  and  that  the  comr 
mittee  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  Hous-e  of  Commons,  a  message,  of  the  date  of  the 
ilOth  instant,  proposing  that  the  two  Houses,  at  their  meeting  this  day, 
proceed  to  ballot  for  a  Brigadier  General  of  the  l€th  brigade  of  the  militia, 
and  nominating  Archimedes  Donoho  for  that  appointment;  which  propo- 
sition was  agreed  to,  Jesse  Bradcher  was  added  to  the  nomination,  and 
Mr.  Vanhook  and  Mr.  Blackwell  were  appointed  superintendents  of  the 
boUoting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.  And  a  message  was  received  from 
the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  Mr.  Allison  and  Mr.  Lewis  were  ap- 
pointed the  superintendents  on  the  part  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Deberry  moved  that  he  be  permitted  to  withdraw  the  petition  of 
Barnabas  Dunn,  and  the  occompanying  documents,  which  petition  was 
before  the  Senate,  and  rejected  by  them  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly;  which  was  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engri>ssed  bill  to  prohibit  the  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Pleas 
and  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  of  Brunswick  from  allowing  extra 
service  money  to  the  county  officers,  with  an  amendment,  extending  the 
provisions  thereof  to  the  counties  of  Currituck  and  Moore,  and  making  the 
bill  throughout  conformable  to  said  amendment;  which  amendments  were 
agreed  to  by  the  Senate,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  there- 
of by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Messrs. 
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A.  Moore,  Iredell,  Settle,  Alexander  and  Shepperd  form  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  that  House,  to  whom  stand  rerene<l  the  message  nJ"  his  ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  and  the  resolution  of  the  Legiblature  of  Georgis. 
therein  referreil  to. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  the  petition  of  Maurice  Smith,  of  Granville  couiv 
ty,  praying  for  permission  to  erect  two  gates  at  places  therein  mentioned, 
accompanied  with  a  bill  to  carry  into  eftect  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner; 
which  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Sneed,  the  same,  together  with  the  accompanying  documents,  was  refer- 
red to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  psesented  the  petition  of  Charles  Wortham,o{' 
Warren  county,  on  the  subject  of  his  discovery  of  a  power  in  mechanicks, 
heretofore  unknown,  which  he  dehorainates  "  the  combined  screw  geer;'-^ 
and  the  same  being  read,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  referred 
to  a  select  committee;  and  thereupon  Messrs.  Hill  of  Franklin,  Ward, 
Hawkins.  Montgomery  and  Leak  were  appointed  the  said  committee. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  the  petition  of  John  J.  Hendrick,  and  Lucy  his 
wife,  praying  a  divorce  from  the  bonds  of  matrimony;  and  Mr,  Hill,  of 
Stokes,  presented  the  petition  of  John  Gibson,  praying  to  be  divorced  from 
his  wife  Milly;  which  petitions  were  referred  to  the  committee  of  Divorce 
and  Alimony. 

Mr.  M'Dowel!  presented  the  petition  of  Samuel  Jinkins,  praying  fhat 
the  privileges  of  a  citizen  be  restored  to  him;  and  Mr.  Elliott  presented 
the  petition  of  Siierwood  Fort,  a  soldier  of  the  revolutionary  war;  whicii 
petitions  were  referi-ed  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a  bill  to 
point  out,  and  direct  the  manner  in  which  the  prosecuting  officers  of  this 
State  shall  in  future  be  paid;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Seawell  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Elizabeth  Reaves  be  placed  on  the  pension  list  of  this  State;  and 
that  she  be  allowed  annually  and  during  her  natural  life,  the  sum  of  forty  dolki-s, 
which  sura  shall  be  paid  lier  For  1826,  as  v/ell  as  each  succeeding-  year,  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  Comptroller. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

?Jr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  presented  the  certificate  of  the  County  Coiirc 
of  Craven,  making  an  allowance  to  John  Rhem,  v/ho  was  wounded  at 
Street's  bridge,  the  23rd  of  August,  1821,  while  acting  under  orders 
from  the  Colonel  of  the  Craven  regiment  of  militia;  which  certificate  was^ 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  countersigned  bj  the  Speaker  of 
the  Senate,  and  sent  to  ti\e  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Pickett  presented  a  bill  to  prevent  frauds  and  perjuries  iu  certaia 
cases;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  thej 
have  passed  the  engr^ossed  resolution  in  favor  of  Arthur  Hutching,  and 
the  engrossed  bill  to  legitimate  and  alter  the  name  of  Nancy  Caroline 
Thomas,  of  Onslow  county;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.  Thereupon  the  said  biii  and  resolution  were  severally  read  the 
first  time  and  passed. 

The  Senate  entered  upon  the  orders  of  the  day,  and  resolved  itself  into 
a  committee  of  the  whuie  House,  Mr.  Forney  in  the  Chair,  and  took  intc 
consrderat.iof)   t!>.e  bi!!  'o  amend  the  emaucipation  laws;  aiid;.  after  some 
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tinie  spent  iiicreiu,  the  committee  rose,  the  Speaker  resuineil  the  Chair,  i 
i\nd  Air.  Forney,  the  Chairmati  of  the  coininiUee,  reported  the  said  bill 
>vtth  ail  amctulment,  to  add  the  second  section,  in  the  lollowitig  words,  to 
wit:  "  And  be  further  enacted,  that  no  slave  sliall  hereafter  be  emancipa- 
ted, except  upon  the  express  condition  that  he  or  ?he  sliall,  witiiin  six 
months  tisereafter,  remove  from  this  State,  and  never  thereafter  return 
into  tiie  sau\c;  and  if  lie  or  slie  shall  do  so,  he  or  she  may  be  sold  by  or- 
d.er  of  any  County  Court  in  this  State,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  said  sale 
shall  be  paid  to  the  county  trustee  of  such  county,  for  county  uses." 
""xVhich  report  Tvas  concurred  in;  and  thereupon  the  said  bill,  as  amended, 
was  read  the  second  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Vanhock,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballotirr;; 
lor  a  lirigadier  General  of  the  iGth  brigade  of  the  militia,  reported  that 
Vrchimedes  Donoho  was  duly  elected;  wliich  report  was  concurred  in.' 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  ten  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning.

The  Senate  met. 

Mr.  liOve,  from  the  committee  of  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  tlie 
petition  of  Robert  Gracy,  praying  compensation  for  services  rendered  in 
the  revolutionary  war,  made  a  report  thereon,  and  moved  that  the  com- 
mrtice  be  illscharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  said  ])etition; 
which  v;as  aq;reed  to,  and  thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr,  King,  the  same 
was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sjieight,  of  Greesie,  Mr.  Mill,  the  Senator  from  the 
county  of  Franklin,  ami,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'ivay,  Mr.  Sellers,  the  Sen- 
ator from  tb.e  county  of  Sampson,  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  ser- 
vices of  this  House  from  and  after  this  day,  until  Monday  nest. 

Mr   Riddick  preiscnted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  llie  Judiciary  committee  bo  instructed  to  inquh-e  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  so  amending'  the  several  laws  in  relaiion  to  usuvious  conlracts,  as  to  make 
aiich  contracts  more  penal,  and  more  etlectually  to  enfoi'ce  tiie  several  acts  ot'Asaem- 
bly  in  that  case  made  and  provided;  and  that  they  report  by  bill  or  olherwise. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr,  Crooni  presented  the  petition  of  Benjamin  Burns,  of  Lenoir  coun- 
tv,  praying  that  the  name  of  his  illegitimate  daughter,  Charlotte  Fell, 
be  aheted  to  that  of  Charlotte  Burns,  and  that  she  be  legitimated,  ac- 
companied tvith  a  biU  to  carry  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  into  eilect; 
which  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Tiie  r.'solution  in  tavor  of  F^lizabeth  Reeves,  was  vvm\;  and,  on  motion 
of  Mr,  Hill,  of  Franklin,  ordered  that  tlje  same  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Received  fiom  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  con- 
currence in  the  amendments  made  by  the  Senate  in  the  bill  to  legitimate 
certain  persons  therein  named;  and  in  the  resoIvUinn  directing  the  pi  inter  to 
obtain  from  the  Secretary  of  St&tc  a  certified  copy  of  an  act  therein  men- 
tioned, and  to  print  the  same.  Thereupoii  the  said  bill  and  resolution 
were  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from    tiie  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a 
bai!oti"g  imKiediately   take  place  for  a  Brigadier  General  of  tiie  13th 
brigade  of  the  militia,  and  nominating  for   that  appointment  Wilson  B 
Modgee  and  Thorna?  Marshall;  ""hich  proposition  v.-is  agreed  tn_.  and  Mr. 
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Wara  and  Mr.  Tyson  vver«  fippuiiited  superintendents  of  Ihc;  b;illi>tin^  on 
the  part  of  th.e  Senate;  and  <a  message  was  receiviid  iVouj   the   House  of 
Commons,  statinj};  that  Mr.  Cox  and   Mr.  Bateman  were  appointed  su 
perintendents  on  the  part  of  that  House. 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  bill  limiting  the  tiino 
within  which  certain  olVences  sliall  be  prosecuted,  and  prescribing  the  do 
ties  of  grand  jurors  relative   thereto;  and  the  same  being  read  the  tl)ird 
time,  Mr.  Seawell  moved  that  the  bill  lie  on  the  table;  which  was  agreed 
to,  and  oi'dered  to  printed.

Mr.  Iluntcr  presented  a  bill  concerning  slaves  en^plojed  in  making 
shingles  anil  boards  in  the  Dismal  Swamp;  which  was  read  the  firsE 
time  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1823,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
annex  part  of  Currituck  county  to  Hyde  county,"  was  read  the  second 
Ume.  Thereupon  Mr.  Hill  of  Franklin  presented  a  counter  petition  oi 
sundry  pei-sons,  remonstrating  against  the  passage  of  a  law  similar  to  the 
one  u.'ider  consideration,  and  moved  that  the  same  be  read;  v/hieh  was 
not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Sanders  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  the  Senate  just  taken,  by 
Vvhichthey  refused  to  read  the  said  petition;  and  the  question  on  this  mo-

Tliebill  to  allow  further  time  fot:  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money 
on  'jotries  for  vacant  land,  made  in  the  year  1824,  which  lapsed  on  the 
l.^th  day  ^f  December,  1826,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Love  movei!  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  the  Senate  just  taken,  on 
thethird  reading  of  the  bill  above  mentioned,  "  allowing  further  time  for 
the  payment  of  the  purchase  money  on  entries  for  vacant  land  made  in 
the  year  1824,  which  lapsed  on  the  15th  day  of  December,  1826,"  with  a 
view  to  amend  the  same;  which  was  agreed  to.  And  the  same  being  re-

Tlie  question  then  recurred  on  agreeing  to  l\\e 
amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Love  as  amended;  and  the  question  thereoi 
was  deleriT>ined  in  llie  affirmative.      Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  passca 
the  third  time,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

The  bill  to  alter  the  name  of  Charlotte  Fell,  of  Lenoir  county,  and  to 
legitimate  her,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  or 
dered  to  be  engrossed.

,vhich  certificate  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Shaight,  of  Craven,  countersigu- 
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Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  messrige,  stating  that  tlipj 
do  not  concur  in  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  in  the  engrossed 
bill  to  authorise  the  Court  oi  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  county  of 
Columbus  to  appoint  an  overseer  and  hands  for  the  purpose  of  clearing 
out  and  rendering  navigable  Big  Swamp  from  Lennon's  iiridge  to  Lum- 
ber river.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Elliott,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of 
the  engrossed  bill  to  authorise  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Fayette- 
ville  to  select  a  special  Justice  for  said  town,  and  to  amend  the  5th  sec- 
tion of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  town  of 
Fayetteville,"  passed  in  the  year  1821.  Thereupon  the  said  bill  was 
read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  a  message  was  sent  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amendments 
made  in  the  Senate  to  the  said  bill. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Forney,  the  Senate  took  into  consideration  the  biil 
to  regulate  the  payment  of  claims  against  the  several  counties  in  this 
State;  which  being  read  the  second  time,  Mr.  Bell  moved  that  the  blank 
in  the  l4th  line  of  the  1st  section  be  tilled  with  the  word  "  twenty;" 
which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Forney  moved  that  the  bill  be  further  amend- 
ed, by  filling  the  blank  in  the  8th  line  with  the  w-ord  "  ninety;"  which 
was  agreed  to.  Mr.  M'Kay  moved  that  the  bill  be  further  amended,  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  passing  of  this  act,"  in  the  Sd  line  of  the  1st  sec- 
tion, and  inserting  the  words  "  first  day  of  May  next;"  which  was  agreed 
to.  Mr.  Sanders  moved  to  exclude  from  the  provisions  of  the  bill  the 
counties  of  Johnston  and  Washington;  which  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr= 
Croom  then  moved  that  the  bill  be  further  amended,  by  inserting  the  fol- 
lowing words  in  the  3d  line  of  the  3d  section,  to  wit:  "  shall  bo  number- 
ed and  registered  in  the  order  in  which  they  may  be  presented,  and." 
Thereupon  the  said  bill  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  ordered  to  lie  or 
the  table. 

Mr.  Croom  presented  the  following  resolution:

Thereupon,  on  motion  of  iSlr.  Forney,  tlie  said  bill  was  recommitted  to 
the  .Judiciary  comhiittee. 

Mr.  Scav.-ell  presented  a  biil  to  locate  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts 
of  this  State;  which  Avas  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Co;nmons,  the  resi'.niation  of  Henry  War- 
ren, as  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  tiie  county  of  Wake;  which  was  read  and 
accepted. 

Thereupon  tiie  Senate  adjoui!;;-;!  to  10  o'clock,  on  Monday  morning 
next.

cy of  rendering-  it  penal  for  a  master  or  other  persons  to  carry  off  a  slave  out  of  the 
Jimitsof  the  county,  Vvliere  said  master  shall  aeside,  after  said  slave  has  committed 
;i!i  act,  v/hich  would  subject  him  to  a  charg-e  of  i'elony  without  tlje  benefit  of  cler- 
./:y,  until  said  negro  has  been  tried  by  the  laws  of  his  country. 

Which  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 

Mr.  M'Milian  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Ashe 
-ounty,  praying  for  a  i;uv  to  be  passed  to  restore  the  privileges  of  a  citi- 
zen to  John  Rose,  of  s^id  county;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  of

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  the  bill  to  locate  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit 
Courts  of  this  State,  was  committed  tp  r  committee  of  the  whole  House, 
.ind  made  tlie  order  of  the  day  for  Wedtiesday  next. 

Mr.  M'Kny  presented  the  following  bills,  to  wit;  a  bill  to  unite  the 
oHicc  of  tlie  Clerk  and  Master  in  Equity  to  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Ssi- 
V7f»'!0r  Court  of  Lav,-:  a  biil  to  prohibit  the   U5C  of  spirituous  liquors  at 
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comijaiiy  riaisteis;  and  a  bill  to  legitimate  Duncan  ISIclvin  and  ot'icrs,  of 
the  county  of  Bladen;  and  Mr.  Leak  presented  a  bill  to  allow  mileage  to 
the  special  justice^  of  the  county  of  Richmond;  which  bills  yvere  several- 
ly read  the  firit  time  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  jircvent  frauds  and  perjuries  in  certain  cases,  was  read  that 
second  time  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  divorce  Samtiei  L  Edney,  of  Buncombe  county,  rrom  his 
wife  Olivia,  was  read  tiie  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered, 
to  be  engrossed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  the  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  committee 
of  the  w!iole  House,  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  in  the  Chair,  and  took  into

The  bill  to  legitimate  Duncan  Melvin  and  others,  of  the  county  of  Bi!a- 
den;  and  the  bill  allowing  mileage  to  special  justices  of  the  countj  ©f" 
Richmond,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passe^'j, 
and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  IDoramons,  a  message,  stating  that  Messrs. 
Jiewis  of  Caswell,  Alexander,  Allison  and  White  form  the  joint  comQait- 
tec  on  the  part  of  that  House  .to  examine  the  enrolled  bills  passed  the  pre^- 
sent  session;  and  that  they  have  indefinitely  postponed  the  engrossed  lUaiil 
torepeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1823,  entitled  "  An  act  to  annex  psjrt. 
of  Currituck  county  to  Hyde  county;"  and  that  they  have  pai^sed  a  biiil  to 
allow  talismen  jurors  in  the  County  and  Superior  Courts  of  Orange  cs-iaffi- 
ty  to  receive  pay  for  their  services;  and  asking  the  concurrence  «f  ttibei 
Senate  in  the  passsge  of  the  said  bill.

to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners;  which  was  concurred  in.

and  passed,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr  Seawell,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony. 

Mr.  Forney,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances, 
reported  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Sherwood  Fort  be  placed  upon  the  pension  list  of  the  State,  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum;  and  that  the  Public  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay 
the  same. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Pickett,  fi  om  the  Judiciary  counnittee,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red a  resolution  instructing  them  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
passing  a  law,  etnpoweriiigthe  justices  of  the  County  Courts  to  es- 
tablish poor  and  work  houses  in  their  respective  counties,  reported 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  pass  a  general  law  on  the  subject;  which 
was  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1819,  entitled 
**  An  act  to  prevent  the  fraudulent  trading  with  slaves,"  and  a  bill 
for  relief  of  securities  and  endorsers  in  certain  cases,  reported 
the  said  bills  without  amendment;  which  bills  were  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table. 

Mr.  Croom,  from  the  committee  on  the  Cherokee  Lands,  report- 
ed a  bill  prescribing  the  mode  of  surveying  and  selling  the  lands 
lately  acquired  from  the  Cherokee  Indians;  which  was  read  the  first 
time  and  passed;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr,  Speight,  of  Greene,  the 
said  bill,  and  the  report  accompanying  the  same,  were  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

Mr.  Lock  presented  a  bill  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  Court 
of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county  of  Brunswick;  Mrc 
Deberry  presented  a  bill  providing  for  free  ferries  in  Montgomery 
county;  Mr.  Ward  presented  a  bill  to  repeal  part  of  the  third  section 
of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace,'*  passed  in  1820;  and  Mr.  Gray  presented  a  bill  authoris- 
ing Isaac  Lane,  late  slieriff  of  Randolph  county,  to  collect  the  ar- 
rearages of  taxes  due  him  in  said  county;  which  bills  were  several- 
ly read  the  first  time  and  passed;  and  the  last  mentioned  bill  was, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Gray,  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions 
and  Grievances. 
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Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  statins^  that, 
in  rniisoquence  of  the  aiflicting  indisposition  of  their  late  Speaker^ 
the  Honorable  Jolm  Stan!}',  they  had  elected  James  Iredell  Speaker 
pro  tempore. 

deceived  from  tlie  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that 
a  joint  s'^lect  committee  be  a|)pointed.  to  prepare  a  niemoiial  from 
this  Legislature  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  asking  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  by  the  General  Go\ernmi'nt  fur  the  extin- 
guisliment  of  the  Indian  title  to  such  lands  in  this  State  as  are  yet 
oc(U])ipd  by  the  indiansj  which  jiroposition  Avas  ngreed  to|  and 
thereupon  Messrs.  Croom,  M'Kay,  King,  Love,  and  Beard  of  Row - 
a*),  were  ajtpointed  the  said  committee  on  tlie  pail  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Seawel!  presented  the  petition  of  Siddy  Smitli,  of  Wake  coun- 
tyj  and  Mr.  Montgomery  presented  the  petition  of  Rachael  Dickey, 
of  Orange  county,  praying  that  the  property  whicli  they  may  hereaf- 
ter acquire,  be  secured  to  them  respectively;  wliith  petitions  were 
referred  to  the  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony. 

The  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  ycai'  1820,  entitled  "An 
act  directing  the  County  Courts  to  pa}'  fees  to  certain  officers  there- 
in named  in  cei-tain  eases,"  so  far  as  j-espects  the  county  oi  Guilford, 
was  read  the  second  time.

ty,  and  to  legitimate  them;  the  bill  to  establish  a  poor  and  work 
house  in  the  county  of  Pitt;  the  bill  .o  establish  Baclirlor's  Acade- 
my, in  the  county  of  Martin,  and  to  incorporate  the  trustees  thereof;, 
the  bill  to  divorce  Mary  Fields,  of  the  county  of  Ashe,  IVom  her  hus- 
band William  Fields;  and  a  resolution  in  fa\orof  Erizabeth  Reaves, 
were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  engrossed.

'J  he  (juestion  then  recurred  on  the  adoption  of  tlse  amendmetit

Mr.  Love  moved  that  the  resohation  lie  on  the  table;  which  was  not  agreed  lOo 
The  question  tlien  recurred  on  the  adoption  ofthe  resolution,  which  was  determined 
in  the  affirmative;  and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  King  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  on  Saturday  evening  next,  the  two  Houses  ofthe  General  Assem- 
bly will  proceed  to  consider  the  recommendations  which  may  be  made  of  justices 
ofthe  peace  and  field  officers  ofthe  militia  of  this  "^tate. 

Which  was  read  and  agreed  to,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons  for  tlieir  concurrence. 

Received  fi'om  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their 
concurrence  in  the  amendments  made  in  the  Senate  to  the  engrossed 
bill  to  authorise  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  F^yetteville  to  se- 
lect a  special  justice  for  said  town,  &c.  &c.  Thereupon  the  said 
bill  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  messages  stating  that 
they  have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  establish  a  poor  house  in  the 
county  of  Wasliington,  with  an  amendment,  by  inserting  the  words 
«  or  any  succeeding  Court,"  in  the  8th  line  ofthe  1st  section,  and 
asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  same  was  a- 
greed  to,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  thereof  by  messagCo 

The  Speaker  laid  before  tlie  Senate  a  communication  fiom  the 
•  Chief  Justice  ofthe  Supreme  Court  (if  this  State,  accompanied  with 
a  revisal  of  the  public  laws  for  the  last  five  yearsj  which,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Forney,  were  referred  to  a  select  committee.  Thereupon 
Messrs.  Forney,  Sneed,  Hill,  of  Franklin,  Hawkins,  and  Gilchristj 
^vere  appointed  the  said  committee. 

Mr.  Boddie  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  co'''imittee  on  the  Judiciary  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  amending  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1818,  entitled  "  an  act  to  autho" 
rise  the  County  Courts  in  this  State  to  direct  the  Sheriffs  to  sell  any  slave  that  may 
be  taken  up  and  confined  in  jail  as  a  runaway,  after  certain  length  of  imprisonment 
and  public  notice,"  so  far  as  to  lessen  the  time  of  imprisonment  before  the  SherJ^ 
.^  advertises  to  sp]]. 
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Which  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Ml'.  Wilson,  ot  Edgecombe,  from  the  commit*^ee  appointed  toco»j- 
duct  the  balloting  Tor  trustees  of  the  University,  reported  that  Na- 
thaniel Macon,  Charles  Manly,  James  F.  Taylor,  William  A. 
Blount,  J.  K.  Donnel!,  and  Thomas  Settle  were  duly  elected;  and 
that  no  other  person  in  nominati(»n  had  received  a  majority  of  the 
votes;  which  report  was  concurred  in.  And  a  message  was  receiv- 
ed fi'oin  the  House  of  Commons,  pioposing  that  another  balloting 
immediately  take  place  for  one  trustee  of  the  Univeisity,  yet  to  bee- 
lected;  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  names  of  Mr.  Miller,  Mr. 
Swain,  Mr.  Speight  and  Mr.  Sneed,  were  withdrawn  from  the  no- 
mination; and  Mr.  Beard,  of  Rowan,  and  Mr.  Gilchrist,  were  ap- 
pointed superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 
And  a  message  was  leceived  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating 
that  Mr.  Jones,  of  Warren,  and  Mr.  Scott  are  appointed  superin- 
tendents on  the  part  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted the  bill  limiting  the  time  witiiin  which  certain  offences  shall 
be  prosecuted,  and  pi-escribing  the  duties  of  grand  jurors  relative 
thereto,  reported  the  said  bill  with  amendments;  tlie  first  of  which 
being  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  «  that  all  assaults  and  batteries, 
(except  assaults  and  batteiies  v\ith  intent  to  kill  or  commit  a  rape,) 
all  trespasses  for  forcible  entries,  and  trespasses  with  strong  hand 
in  taking  personal  property,  all  liots,  routs  and  unlawful  assemblies, 
all  nuisances,  all  misdemeanors  of  public  officers  for  omission  or 
neglect  of  dpty,  and  all  libels:'*  which  beij)g  read,  Mr.  M'Kay 
moved  that  liie^ame  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  inserted,  to 
%vit:  «*  that  in  all  trespasses  and  other  misdeme:inors,  except  the  of- 
fences of  perjury,  forgery,  malicious  mischief  and  deceit;"  which 
was  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  adoption  of  the 
other  amendments  made  by  the  committee;  which  were  concurred  in. 
Mr.  Gilchrist  then  moved  that  the  bill  be  further  amended,  by  adding 
the  following  words  after  the  word  *«  deceit,"  in  the  1st  section,  to 
wit:  "  the  prosecution  shall  CQmmence  within  tliree  years  after  the 
commission  of  the  said  ti'espasses  and  misdemeanors,  and  not  after;" 
which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  I'he  question  then  recurred  on 
passing  the  said  bill  the  third  time,  which  was  determined  in  the  * 
aflBrmative,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Commons  for  their  concurrence. 

The  hill  to  unite  the  office  of  Clerk  and  Master  in  Equity  to  the 
officeof  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Law,  was  read  the  third  time. 
Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  moved  that  the  bill  he  indefinitely  post- 
poned; which  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Gray  then  moved  to  amend 
the  bill,  by  adding  the  following  provision,  to  wit:  "provided,  ne- 
vertheless, that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  affect  the  oiiices 
of  Clerk,  and  Clerks  and  Masters  in  Equity  in  the  counties  of 
Handolph  and  Davidson;"  and  Mr.  M'Leary  moved  to  amend  the 
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aiHcndnieiit,  by  inserting  «  Mecklenburg"  after  the  \vor(I  "  David- 
son^"  which  was  not  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Gray;  which  was  deter- 
mined in  the  negative.  Therenpon  the  said  bill  passed  the  third  time, 
and  was  ordere  i  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  iciouse  oC  Commonso 

The  bill  supplemental  and  explanatory  to  an  act,  entitled««an  act 
to  authorise  the  Cotirts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  Beaufort 
county  to  appoint  a  committee  of  finance,"  passed  in  the  year  1825j 
the  bill  to  limit  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  Surry 
county  in  making  allow^ances  to  their  county  officers;  the  bill  to 
establish  Ce<lar  Grove  Academy,  in  the  county  of  Chatham,  and  to 
incorporate  the  ti'ustees  thereof;  and  the  bill  to  incorporate  the  War- 
ren Academy,  were  severally  read,  the  fiist  mentioned  bill  the  third 
time,  and  the  tliree  last  mentioned  bills  the  second  and  third  times 
and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Commons. 

The  engrossed  bill  respecting  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter 
Sessions  of  Moore  county,  and  the  engrossed  bill  to  divide  the  third 
regiment  of  Burke  county  militia,  were  severally  read  the  second 
■and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  a  bill  appointing  commissioners  to  erect  a  build- 
ing in  the  town  of  Lincolnton,  for  the  accommodation  of  jurors;  a 
bill  appointing  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  road  from  Lincolnton  to 
Rutherfordton;  a  bill  to  alter  the  name  of  Henry  Brown,  of  Robe- 
son county,  and  to  legitimate  him;  a  bill  appointing  commissioners 
to  lay  out  a  road  from  Salisbury  to  Lincolnton;  and  a  bill  to  appoint' 
commissioners  to  lay  oflT  a  road  in  Lincoln  county;  and  asking  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  said  bills  were  severally 
read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resignation  of  Charles 
W.  Skinner,  as  justice  of  the  peace  of  Perquimons  county;  which 
was  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  on  Monday  morn- 
ing next. 

.  Monday,  January  22,  1827. 
The  Senate  met. 
Mr.  Beard,  of  Rowan,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct 
the  balloting  for  the  trustee  of  the  University  yet  to  be  elected,  re- 
ported that  no  person  in  nomination  had  received  a  majority  of  the 
votes.  Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Montgomery,  a  message  was 
sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  that  a  further  balloting 
immediately  take  place  for  that  appointment;  and  a  message  was  re- 
ceived from  tiie  House  of  Commons,  agreeing  to  the  said  preposi- 
tion, and.  stating  that  Mr.  Y/hite  and  Mr.  Spruill  are  appointed  su- 
perintendents of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House.     And  there- 
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upon  Mr.  Spaight  of  Craven  and  Mr.  Gilchrist  were  appointed  sn 
perintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate;  and  the 
name  of  Charles  A.  Oil!  was  withdrawn  from  the  nomination. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  a  bill  to  give  additional  publicity  to  mortga 
ges  and  deeds  of  trnnt,  and  for  other  piiiposes;  which  was  read  tlie 
first  time  and  passed,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stokes,  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Sneed  presented  the  petition  of  Jolin  Williams,  praying  thaf 
a  law  be  prus^^ad  to  alter  the  names  and  to  legitimate  Margaret  Ken- 
neday,  VVasiiington  Kenneday,  Persons  Keimeday,  and  Joiin  Shear-  ■ 
man  Kenneday,  of  Granville  county,  accompanied  with  a  bill  to 
carry  tlse  prayer  of  the  petitioner  into  effect;  which  bill  was  read  the 
iirst,  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engross- 
ed, and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  a  number  of  citizens  of  Iredell  county,  pray- 
ing that  the  powers  of  constables  may  be  confined  to  the  Captains* 
districts  in  which  they  reside,  in  all  civil  cases,  reported  that  it  is  in- 
expedient to  alter  the  existing  laws  on  that  subject;  which  was,, on 
motion  of  Mr  .King,  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Received  iromthe  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that 
the  letter  of  Chief  Justice  Taylor,  and  a  copy  of  his  revisal  of  the 
public  acts  for  five  years  back,  be  referred  to  a  select  joint  com- 
mittee; which  was  agreed  to,  and  Messrs.  Forney,  Sneed,  Hill  of 
Franklin,  Hawkins  and  Gilchrist  were  appointed  the  said  commit- 
tee on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their 
concurrence  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  setting  apart  Saturday 
evening  next  for  the  appointment  of  field  officers  and  justices  of  the 
peace. 

Mr.  M'Kay  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolvedy  That  Archibald  D.  Murphey,  of  Orange  county,  be  permitted  to  hare 
the  use  of  such  books  in  the  public  library  as  he  may  think  will  aid  him  in  com- 
piling- the  History  of  this  State,  upon  his  giving  to  the  librarian  a  receipt  therefor. 

hich  w  as  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Bcaid,  of  Rowan,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  a  bill  to  establish  a  Medical  Board,  and  to  regulate  the 
practice  of  physic  and  surgery  within  this  State,  reported  (lie  said 
^)ill  witli  amendments;  whicli  were  severally  agreed  to  by  the  Senate. 
Thei-eupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Croom,  the  said  bill,  and  the  report  of 
the  committee  accompanying  the  same^  were  orderied  to  be  printed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  report  of  the  Adjutant 
General,  accompanied  with  a  proposition  from  that  House,  tliat  the 
same  be  printed;  which  vvas  agreed  to  by  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Miller  presented  tlie  lollowing  resolution: 

P'"i-o'i:ed,  That  the  Public  Treasurer  pay  lo  James  Grimes  the  sum  of  five  dolla" 
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avid  sixty  cent^,  it  being  the  amount  due  him  for  twenty'-  da3's'  service  as  a  piivate  in 
a  company  of  drafted  militia,  commanded  by  Capt.  Ihyan  Glisson,  of  Duplin  cou:'.- 
ty,  ordered  to  Fort  Johnston  in  the  lute  war;  and  that  tl.e  Public  Treasurer  be  allow- 
ed  the  same  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts. 

Whitli  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed,  and  refe.JTcd  to  the 
comtnittec  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Pickett  presented  a  bill  to  amend  the  laws  respect! ne;  the  sale 
of  land  and  slaves  by  Sheriffs  and  other  officers;  and  Mr.  Forcmaii 
presented  a  bill  concerniisji^  the  Courts  ol' Pleas  and  Quarter  Ses- 
sions for  the  county  of  Hyde,  and  a  bill  to  CvStablish  two  separatee- 
lections  in  the  county  of  Hyde;  whicii  bills  were  severally  read  tlic 
first  time  and  j)assed. 

Mr.  Elliott  presented  the  petition  of  John  I^I'RaCj  asking"  a  loan 
of  a  small  sum  of  money,  to  aid  him  incompleting  his  map  of  North 
Carolina;  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Elliott,  was  referred  to  a  select, 
committee;  and  thereupon  Messrs.  Elliott,  Gilchiist,  Leak,  Beardp 
of  Rowan',  and  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  were  appointed  the  said  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Bell  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Pasquotank 
county,  praying  for  authority  to  set  guns  in  the  Great  Dismal  an^ 
Pocosin  Swamps,  for  the  destruction  of  Bears:  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Pickett,  fj-om  the  Judiciary  committee,  reported  a  bill  njak- 
ing  compensation  to  coroners  in  certain  cases;  which  was  read  the 
first  time  and  passed,  , 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  n 
bill  further  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  making  the  protest 
"of  a  notary  public  evidence  in  certain  cases,"  passed  in  tiie  year 
1812, 1'eported  the  said  hili  without  amendment;  which  was  read  th?; 
third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  tlie 
House  of  Commons. 

The  engrossed  bill  appointing  commissioners  to  lay  ofiT  a  road  ir 
Lincoln  county,  was  read  the  second  time;  and  it  was  resolved  by 
the  Senate  that  tliis  bill  shall  not  pass. 

The  engrossed  bill  app{)inting  commissioners  to  erect  a  buildino: 
in  the  town  of  Lincolr.ton,  for  the  accommodation  of  jurors,  was 
read  the  second  time  and  passed,  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Forney,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  if,  in  their  opinion,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  it  shall  be  practicable,  and  shall,"  and  inserting  the  words 
"  and  if  a  majority  of  the  said  commissioners  slini!  deem  the  same 
expedient  and  necessary,  tliey  shall  atui  may."  Thereupon  the  said 
bill,  as  amended,  was  read  the  third  tiine  and  passed,  and  a  message 
was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the 
flmendment.

The  bill  to  secure  to  Rf  herca  Ku(nn  such  property  as  she  may 
hercaftor  acrjiiire,  was  read  the  second  and  thijd  times  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  en2;rosscd. 

The  ^ollo\^in.^■  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  alter  the  name  of 
Henry  15ro\vn,  of  Robeson  county,  aiid  to  legitimate  him;  a  bill  ap- 
pointing' commissioners  to  lay  out  a  road  from  Salisbury  to  Lincoln- 
ton;  and  a  bill  appointing  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  road  from 
Liiuolnton  to  Ruthcrl'ordton,  were  severally  read  the  second  and 
third  times  and  passed,  and  ordej-od  (,o  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  tiie  House  of  i'ommons,  a  message,  stating  that 
Mv.  Srolt  and  Mr.  Green  atteiul  tiic  Senate  as  a  committee,  on 
the  part  of  that  House,  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  Counsellors  of 
State  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  stating  that  William  B.  Lockhart, 
George  W.  Jeffreys,  John  M'Dowcil,  James  Morgan,  William 
Blackledge,  Meslnck  Fj-anklin,  Gideon  Alston,  sen.  John  Owen, 
and  Pcf(  r  Browne  are  nominated  fortlie  ajipointments.  Thereupon 
Mr.  Hi!!,  of  Stokes,  and  Mr.  Davenport  were  appointed  superin- 
tendents of  the  baiiotiiig  on  the  part  of  t'je  Senate. 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  oi-ders  of  the  day,  and  the  bill  to  a-    ' 
nicnd  an  act  to  prevent  the   IVaiidulent  ti-ading  with  slaves,  passed 
in  1819,  was  read  the  second  time.     Mr.  M'Kay  moved  to  augend   ! 
tliebill,  bj  striking  out  all  the  words  thereof  after  the  word  **  same,"   \ 
in  the  3d  line  of  the  1st  section,  and  substituting  t!ie  amen<lment  by 
him   submitted;  which  atnctidment    was  agreed    to.     Mr.  Pickett 
moved  to  araen>!  the  same,  by  striking  out  t!;e  words  *'  or  free  per- 
sons of  coloui','^  in  the  15th  iino  of  the  !2d  section;  which  was  iigrccd 
to.     Mr.  Gilchrist  moved  to  further  amend  the  same,  by  sti-iking 
out  the  '5th  section.     Mr.  William;;,  of  Martin,  moved  that  the  said 
bill  be  referred  to  a  select  cousmittee;  whicii  was  not  agreed  to;  and 
Mr.  Siokt'S   moved  that  the  further  consideration  thereof  be  post- 
poned until  to-morrow;  which  last  motion  prevailed. 

The  Senate  continued  u[)on  tlie  orders  of  the  day,  and  the  bill  to

C^Gurls  of  this  State,  upon  any  bond,  note  or  signed  account,  and 
the  plaintiffs  shall  recover  less  than  one  hundred  (hdlars,  it  sliall  be 
the  duty  of  the  court  in  v,  hich  tije  trial  shall  take  place  to  nonsuit 
'iae  plalutinV  which  anicndment  was  not  agreed  tt).  Mr.  Hill,  of 
Franklin,  ntove'd  tiiui,  the  hiil  bo  I'eferred  to  a  select  committee; 
•vhicli  was  not  agreed  to.  -Tiie  question  then  recurred  on  the  pass- 
age of  the  said  bill  the  second  time;  which  was  determined  in  the 
■^irirmative.     Thereupon  tjse  said  bill  was  rewd  t!fc  third  time.    Mr, 
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Gilclii'ist  moved  to  ameinl  the  bill,  by  inserting  tbc  same  arnent]- 
r.ieiit  wbirh  was  offered  by  Mr.  Seawell  on  tiic  second  readint^  or 
-lie  bill;  wliirh  was  not  a^^ieed"  to.  Tbe  questicjn  tlien  i-ecni-red  oji 
ilie  passai^e  of  tbe  said  bill  tiie  third  time;  wbicii  was  determined  in 
the  affirmative,  and  tbe  same  was  oidered  to  be  engrossed  and  seni 
to  tbe  House  of  Commons. 

^Mr.  Spaigbt,  of  Craven,  fi'om  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct 
tbe  balloting  for  the.  Trustee  of  the  University  yst  to  be  elected,  re- 
ported that  no  person  in  nomination  biid  received  a  majority  of  (bsi 
votes.  Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  llawkins,  a  messas^e  was  sent 
to  tbe  House  of  Commons,  proposiu!^  a  furtlicr  bailotin£^,  at  tbii 
ineetin.i^  of  tbe  two  Houses  to-morrow  moi-ning,  for  that  appointment, 
ajid  stating  that  tbe  name  of  Sanuiel  Kij;g  is  \^iihdravM»  from  tlni 
nomination. 

Mr.  Gray  presented  the  i-esignatioji  of  Robert  Walkei*,  as  iiistice 
of  tbe  Peace  for  Randolph  ccuinty;  which  was  read  and  acceptedj, 
and  sent  to  tbe  House  of  Con>mons. 

Received  fj-om  tlie  House  of  Commons,  tho  resignations  of  John 
Wood,  Colonel  Commandaiit:  Abt-abam  K rower,  Lieutenant  Colo- 
nel; and  Hugh  Walker,  Major  of  tbc  militia  of  Kandulpli  county; 
which  were  severally  read  and  accej)te«l  by  tlie  Senate. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  ten  o'clock,  to-inorrow  morning.

Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  from  the  select  committee  to  v^hom  was 
referred  the  bill  in  relation  to  lotteries,  reported  tlie  said  bill  with- 
out amendment;  which  was  made  tbe  order  of  tlie  day  fur  to-mor- 
row. 

r*lr.  Hill,  of  Frankliji,  from  tlie  fKlect  committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  memorial  of  Ciiarics  Wortham,  of  Warren  county,  pro- 
posing to  sell  to  tbe  State  the  right  to  use  bis  cooibined  screw  geer, 
&;c.  reported  tbe  following  resolution:  "  Eesolved,  tliat  it  is  inexpedi= 
ent  to  grant  tbe  prayer  of  the  memorialist.''  W  hich  w  as  concurred 
in. 

Mr.  Forney,  from  tbe  committee  of  Pro])ositions  and  Grievances^ 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  smu'ry  inhabitants  of  Nash, 
Wayne,  Johnston  and  Edgecombe,  on  the  subject  of  establishing  a 
separate  and  distinct  county,  made  a  report  unfavorable  to  the  pray- 
er of  the  petitioners;  which  was'concurred  in. 

Mr.  Forney,  from  tbe  same  committee,  to  wliom  was  referred  the, 
petition  of  John  Rose^  of  Asiie  county,  praying  that;  tbe  privileges? 
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i)l  a  cilizeu  be  restored  to  him,  reported  tlie  I'ollowitig  resolution:, 
**  licsoived,  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioiierought  to  be  granted."  "^ 
Whiclj  was  ain-eed  to.  *  - 

Ml*.  Stokes,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  reported  a  bill  sup- 
plemental to  an  act,  passed  at  tlie  last  session  of  the  Gerseral  As- 
sembly, entitled  "  An  act  to  cede  to  the  Ur»iied  States  a  certain  tract, 
of  land,  called  Eogiic  Banks;"  which  was  read  the  first  time  and 
passed. 

Ml-.  Hill,  of  Stokes,  from  the  cnnimittcc  appointed  to  conduct  the 
balh)ting  for  Counsellors  of  State  for  the  ensuing  year,  reported  that 
Wiiiiani  B.Lockliart,  Meshack  Franklin,  Gideon  Alston.  George  \S\ 
JeflVeys,  John  M'Doweil,  Wiiiiam  Blackledge,  and  John  Owen,  are 
U(i!y  elected;  which  report  was  concurred  in. 

I'he  bill  concerning  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  for 
the  county  of  IIy(h';  and  the  bill  to  establish  two  separate  elections 
in  the  county  of  Hyde,  were  severally  read,  the  first  mentioned  bill 
the  third  time,  and  I  the  last  mentioned  bill  the  second  and  third 
times,  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons, 

The  Senate  entered  upon  the  orders  of  the  day,  and  the  bill  reserv- 
ing certain  lands  for  the  benefit  of  lloswell  King,  of  Montgomery 
cotmiy,  and  i'or  other  pujposes,  being  read  the  second  time,  Mr.  De- 
iien-y  moved  to  amend  the  bill,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  and  north 
of  the  road  leading  from  tite  mouth  of  said  river  Uharie  to  Fayette- 
ville,"  and  inseiting  the  words  '•  on  the  high  grounds  between  Lit- 
tle River  and  the  Uharie;"  which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Mr. 
Deberry  moved  to  further  amend  the  bill,  by  striking  out  the  word 
<«  tea'-"  in  the  7th  line  of  tljetlh'st  section,  a,nd  inserting  the  word 
<*  five;"  wliich  was  agrec<l  to,  Mr.  Deberry  moved  to  fm'ther  a- 
mend  tlicbill,  by  striking  out  tlie  words  '<  five  thousand,"  in  the  se- 
vcnli!  line  of  the  3d  section,  and  inserting  the  words  "two  thousand 
five  liundred;"  which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  M*Kay  then  moved  to 
add  the  fourth  section  to  the  bill,  in  the  following  words:  *'  And  be 
it  fus'liicr  enacted,  that  nothing  liei'^'in  contained  siiall  be  construed 
to,  authfU'ise  the  said  Roswell  King,  before  he  obtains  a  grant,  to 
search  {'uv,  or  work  any  mines  of  gold  or  other  ore  that  may  be  found 
on  ssiid  land;  and  should  he  attempt  to  do  so,  all  right  and  interest 
gi-anted  to  l)im  by  this  act  s'jall  cease  and  determine."  Which  was 
agreed  to.  T!!e!'eupi)n  the  said  hill  was  read  the  second  and  third 
fimes  and  passed,  and  oi'dcred  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  Bouse 
of  Commons. 

The  Senate  continued  u};on  tiie  orders  of  tlie  day,  and  the  bill  pre- 
scribing the  u:ode  of  surveying  anci  selling  tlie  lands  lately  acquired 
from  the  Cherokee  Indians,  \vas  read  the  second  time,  and  amended, 
on  motion  of  Mr,  Croom.  by  insertfng  the  9th  section,  in  the  follow- 
ing words:  "  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  at  the  time  of  said 
!5ale,  tlic  rop.in;;ssionef  or  co!Tmissioners  shall  have  pov.'er  to   sel? 
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Sots  No.  S,  No.  9,  No.  IS,  and  No.  19,  in  the  town  of  Franklin,  on 
tlie  same  terms  of  creiJit,  and  under  the  same  rules  and  leguhitions 
licrein  proscribed  for  the  sale  of  the  aforesaid  lands."  Mr.  Forney 
moved  further  to  amend  the  bill,  by  adding  after  the  word  »«  im- 
pi'ovements,"  in  the  first  section,  the  following  words:  *«  Pi-ovided 
tiiat  Jio  I'eservation  reserved  by  treaty  ^o  any  Indian  shall  be  sur- 
veyed or  sold."  Which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Tlie  qiiestioji 
then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  the  second  timej  which 
was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read 
the  tliiid  time,  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  by  adding 
the  following  words  to  the  8th  section  of  the  bill,  to  wit:  '<  and  the 
commissioner  or  commisioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  sue  foi-  and 
i'ecover  of  the  highest  biddei-,  who  has  refused  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  sale,  the  difference  between  his  bid  and  the  bid  of  the 
next  higljest,  in  case  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  should  re- 
ceive the  same."  I'he  question  then  recuri-ed  on  the  passage  of  the 
said  bill  the  third  timej  which  was  determined  in  the  affirm:  tive, 
and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Ml',  M'Kay  moved  to  postpone  the  consideration  of  all  other  or- 
ders of  the  day,  for  tlie  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  tlie  bill 
to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1819,  entitled  *'  an  act  to  pre- 
vent the  fraudulent  trading  with  slaves;  which  was  agi-eed  to,  and 
flic  amendment  oiiei-ed  by  Mr.  M'Kay  on  the  £!2d  instant,  as  a  sub- 
stitute to  the  bill,  being  read,  Mr.  Seawell  moved  to  amend  the  a- 
rnendment,  by  adding  to  the  7th  section  of  the  bill  the  following' 
Words:  "  having  first  obtained  a  warrant  for  that  purpose;"  wliich 
was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Pickett  moved  fuithcr  to  amend  the  bill,  by 
adding  the  5th  section,  to  wit:  «'  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  if  any 
free  nogro  or  mulatto  shall  ti-ade  with  any  slave  or  slaves,  either  by 
biiying  from  or  selling  to  him,  her  or  them  any  article  or  articles  of 
pi'operty,  contrary  to  the  true  meaning  of  this  act,  he  or  she  may  be 
prosecuted  by  indictment  in  the  County  or  Superior  Court,  and  on 
conviction  shall  receive  not  exceeding  thirty-nine  lashes  on  his  or  her 
bare  back."  Which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  King  nio\ed  the  follow- 
ing amendment:  "  if  any  free  man,  mulatto  or  free  negro  shall  trade 
with  any  slave,  on  conviction  thereof  they  shall  pay  two  fold  the 
market  value  of  all  such  articles,  or  receive,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court,  as  many  lashes  on  their  back  as  the  Court  may  direct."  Mn' 
Joiner  then  moved  tliat  the  bill,  together  with  the  amendments  un- 
der consideration,  be  indelinitely  postponed;  which  was  not  agreed 
to.  The  question  recurred  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Kingi 
which  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Croom  moved  that  the  same  be  fur- 
ther amended,  by  adding  the  third  section,  in  the  following  words; 
«<  Be  it  furtiitr  enacted,  that  if  any  person  shall  fraudulently  give, 
^v  cause  to  be  given  to  any  slave,  the  property  of  anotherp  a  permis- 
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sioii  ill  writiu.y;  to  sell,  trade  orti'aflic  in  any  article  of  personal  pro- 
perty, wiiliout  tlie  consent  or  authority  of  the  niastrr,  owner,  or  the 
person  havin.^  the  manaa;ement  of  sucli  slave,  he,  she,  or  they,  so  of- 
icndinc;,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  any  justice  of  tlie  peace  in  tho 
county  whei'e  such  offence  is  conjmitted,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
one  hiindrc*!  dollars,  one  half  to  the  use  of.tlie  person  suing  for  the 
same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  wardens  of  the  pooi-  of  said 
county."  Which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Hawkins  moved 
to  further  amend  the  same,  by  adding  the  following  provision,  to 
Wit:  "  Provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  extend  to  the 
articles  of  horse  collars,  baskets,  trays  and  charcoal."  Which  was 
agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  adoption  of  the  a-v 
niendmint  proposed  by  Mr.  M'Kay,  as  amended^  which  was  deter- 
nriued  in  the  affirmative.  Thereupon  the  said  bill  passed  the  second 
time,  and,  on  niotion  of  Mr  Seawell,  the  same  was  ordered  to  be 
j)rinted. 

The  bill  to  require  defendants,  before  t!iey  are  put  upon  their  tri- 
al, to  except  to  such  matters  in  the  indictment  as  might,  after  con- 
viction, be  assigned  as  reasons  in  arrest  of  judgment,  was  read  the 
second  time,  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  by 
inserting  after  the  word  <'  them,"  in  the  third  section,  the  following, 
words:  "  if  in  custody,  or,  if  not,  then  upon  the  application  of  the 
defendant  or  defendants."  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  pas- 
sage of  the  said  bill  the  second  time;  which  was  determined  in  the 
nee;ative.  Tlie  yeas  and  nays  on  this  question  were  demanded  by 
Mr.  M'Kay,  and  arc  as  follows: 

Alexander,  Beard  of  Rowan,  Devane,  Da- 
venport, Gilliam,  Gray,  Hill  of  Franklin,  Joiner,  Locke,  M'MilJan,  M'Kay,  M'l.eary, 
I'arker,  Roberts,  Salyeiir,  Smith,  Speight  of  Greene,  Sharp,  Sanders,  Tyson,  Wil- 
liams of  Martin — Yeas  21. 

Against  the  passage  of  the  bill,  are  Messrs.  Baird  of  Bui'ke,  Boddie,  Blackwell, 
Beasiy,  Croom,  Uavis,lJeberry,  Elhott,  P'oreman,  Forney,  Gilchrist,  Hunter,  Holli- 
snon,  Hill  of  Stokes,  Hawkins,  Leak,  Love,  M'Dowell,  Slarsh,  Miller,  Matthews, 
M'Daiiiel,  Pickett,  Kiddick,  Spaight  of  Craven,  S need,  Shuford,' Sillers,  Seawell, 
Stokes,  Vanhook,  Williams  of  Beaufort,  Wilson  of  Edgecombe,  Wilson  of  Camden, 
Wasden,  Ward — Nays  36. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their 
concurrence  in  tlie  proposition  of  the  Senate  to  ballot  this  moriiing 
for  the  trustee  of  the  University  yet  to  be  elected;  that  Ga^  in  Hogg  is 
withdrawn  from  the  nomitiation;  and  that  Mi*.  Swain  ai.'d  Mr*.  Gary 
arc  appoititcd  stjperintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  .tjiat 
Mouse.  Thereupon  Mr.  Blackwell  and  Mr.  Davenport  were  ap- 
pointed superintendents  on  tiie  pajt  of  the  Senate. 

Ml'.  Blackwell,  fi-oin  the  comnjittee  appointed  to  conduct  the  bal- 
soting  for  a  trustee  of  the  University,  reported  that  Isaac  Croom 
was  dtily  elected;  which  re})ort  was  concurred  in. 

The  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrov;  morning. 
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Wednesday,  January  24,  1S2T. 
Tlie  Senate  met. 

Mr.  Yiiniiook  presented  the  petition  oi'  Mary  Oakley,  prayin.q;  to 
i>o  divorced  from  her  husband  Stephen  Oakleyj  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony. 

Mr.  t^ickett,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a  biil 
limitinj^  the  time  within  whicli  deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages,  sliall 
be  registered,  and  to  provide  lor  giving  publicty  to  thesamej  which 
Avas  read  t!ie  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1820,  entitled  <'  An  act  di- 
recting the  County  Courts  to  pay  fees  to  certain  officers  therein 
named  in  certain  cases,"  so  far  as  respects  the  counties  of  Guiiroi-d, 
Surry  and  Wilkes,  with  instructions  to  report  a  general  bill,  re- 
ported the  said  bill  with  an  amendment  to  strike  out  all  the  words 
of  the  bill,  except  tlie  words  *'  a  bill,"  and  to  adopt  the  amend- 
ment by  him  submitted;  wiiich  was  not  agreed  to.  Thereupon  tlie 
bill  i-eferred  to  the  said  committee  was  read  the  second  time,  and 
amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  by  striking  out  the  words  <<  so 
far  as  I'espects  the  counties  of  Guiifi.»rd,  Surry,  and  Wilkes."  Ti)e 
question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  the  second 
time;  which  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  Mr.  Sueed  then 
moved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  said  bill  be  postponed 
until  Friday  next;  which  was  not  agreed  to.  Thereupon  the  said 
bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed.  On  the  passage  of  the  said 
bill  the  third  time,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded  by  Mr.  Haw- 
kins, wdiich  are  as  follows,  to  wit:         '

Against  the  passage  of  the  said  bill,  are  Messrs.  Burney,  Beard  of  Rowan,  El- 
liott, Foreman,  Gilliam,  Gilchrist,  Hunter,  Hill  of  Stokes,  Hawkins,  Leak,  Marsh, 
Pickett,  Sneed,  Shuford,  Williams  of  Beaufort,  Wilson  of  Camden,  Wilson  cf 
Edgecombe,  Williams  of  Martin,  Wasden — Nays  19. 

Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  tc 
the  House  of  Commons.  . 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message  from  his  Ex ■•  \ 
cellency  the  Governor,  transmitting  the  report  of  the  President  and  \ 
Directors  of  the  Literary  Fund;  also  another  message,  covering  a  \ 
report  of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvements,  accompanied  with 
a  proposition  from  that  House,  that  the  first  mentioned  report  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Education,  and  that  the  last  mention- 
ed report  be  referred  to  t'ne  committee  on  Internal  Improvements,  j 
and  that  both  reports  and  the  accompanying  documents  be  printed^  / 
which  was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate,  / 

Mr.  Spaigiit,  of  Craven,  from  the  committee  on  the  Patrol  Laws, 
reported  a  biil  to   declare  runav/ay    slaves,  Avho  arm  thcmsel     ■> 
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outlaws^  and  to  punish  tlicm  for  such  offence;  and  a  bill  to  amend 
the  'tatrol  laws;  wliich  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and 
passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  tliat 
Messrs.  Swain,  Settle,  Fisher,  Carson  and  Gary  foi-m  the  select 
joint  committee,  on  the  part  of  that  House,  to  whom  stand  refer- 
red the  letter  of  Chief  Justice  Taylor,  and. a  copy  of  his  revisalof 
the  public  acts  for  the  last  five  years. 

Received  also  a  message  from  that  House,  statirjg  that  they  hiive 
indefinitely  postponed  the  engrossed  bill  supplemental  and  exi)i;i:)a- 
tury  of  an  act  to  authorise  the  Courts  of  IMeas  and  Quartei-  bis- 
sious  oi  Beaufort  county  to  appoint  a  committee  of  Finance. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  Hti.'.lng  the 
concurrence  of  that  House  in  the  amendment  made  in  the  Senate 
to  the  engrossed  hill  appointing  commissioners  toei-eit  a  building 
in  the  town  of  Lincolnton,  for  the  accommodation  of  jurors.  There- 
\ipon  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

I'he  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1825,  entitled  «  An 
act  granting  to  the  Supei-ior  Court  of  the  county  of  Brunswi(  k  ori- 
ginal and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  where  the  intervention 
of  a  Jury  may  be  necessary;"  the  bill  to  divorce  Rachael  Dickey 
from  her  husband  Moses  Dickey;  and  the  bill  to  secure  to  Sid- 
dy  Smith,  of  Wake  county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter 
acquire,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons/ 

The  following  bills  were  presented,  to  wit:  By  Mr.  Gilchirst,  a 
bill  further  to  regulate  the  retailing  of  spirituous  liquois  hy  the 
small  measure;  by  Mr.  Stokes,  a  bill  to  amend  the  several  acts 
of  the  General  Assembly  now  in  force  relative  to  the  public  roads 
in  the  county  of  Wilkes;  by  Mr.  HoUimon,  a  bill  to  amend  an  act, 
jjassed  in  the  year  1796,  entitled  *<  An  act  making  compensation  to 
the  owjiers  of  outlawed  and  executed  slaves  fur  the  counties  of 
Bladen,  Halifax,  Granville,  Cumberland,  Ferquimons,  Beaufort 
and  Pitt;"  by  Mr  Forney,  a  bill  to  restore  John  Rose,  of  Ashe 
county,  to  the  privileges  of  a  citizen;  by  Mr.  Smith,  a  bill  to  a- 
mend  tlie  road  laws;  and  by  Mr.  M'Kay,  a  bill  concerning  the 
gwampand  marsh  lands  in  this  State,  and  for  other  purposes;  which 
bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed,  and  the  last  men- 
tioned bill  was,  on,  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  committed  to  a  commit- 
tee of  tlie  whole  House,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolutions  rela- 
tive to  marsh  and  swamp  lands,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for 
Saturday  next. 

Mr.  Davenport  presented  the  petition  of  Mary  Turner,  praying 
that  the  property  which  she  may  hei-eafter  acquire  be  secured  to 
her;  which  was  refern'd  to  the  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony, 

Received  from  the  Hou.scof  Commons^  a  message,  proposing  tliat 
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the  two  Hmsscft  piocoed  immediately  to  ballot  for  a  Kri^adicr  Ge- 
ncra-l  of  the  3d  brigade  and  6th  division  of  tiic  militia,  and  statins; 
that  Stephen  Millei-and  rtlontesquc  Vv',  (jamj)be!l  are  in  nomination 
for  the  appointment;  wliich  proposition  vyas  not  agreed  to.  There" 
upon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ward,  a  message  was  sent  to  tiie  House  of 
Commons, proposing  tijat  a  balloting  take  place  for  the  said  appoint- 
ment at  the  meeting  of  the  two  Houses  to-n^orrow  morniiig. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  authorise  tlie  Connty  L'ouits  of  Pleas  and 
Quarter  Sessions  to  permit  gates  to  be  erected  across  the  publi', 
roads,  and  to  impose  a  tax  thereon,  being  read  the  second  time, 
was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  imiefinitely  postponed. 

T'he  bill  t(»  amend  the  militia  laws  of  this  State,  was  read  the  se- 
cond time;  and  it  was  resolved  by  the  Senate  that  this  bill  shall  no' 
pass. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  laws  respecting  the  sale  of  land  and  slaves 
by  slieriffs  and  other  officers,  ^vas  rea(!  the  second  time.  Mr.  Sal- 
year  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  adding  the  following  provision, 
to  wit:  "Provided,  that  tlie  provisions  of  this  bill  shall  not  extend 
to  the  counties  of  Curi-ituck  and  Camden."  Which  was  agreed  to. 
And  tlje  said  bill  was  further  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Eel!,  by  ex- 
cluding the  county  of  Pasquotank  from  the  provisions  thereof. — 
Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons* 

Received  fi-om  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  a  bill  to  divide  the  Richmond  militia  into  two  se- 
parate regiments,  and  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  Samuel  Jones,  late  she- 
riff of  Rowan  county;  in  which  they  ask  tlie  concuri-enceof  the  Se- 
nate. Thereupon  the  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time 
and  passed. 

The  bill  making  compensation  to  coroners  in  certain  cases,  was 
read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resignation  of  W.  L, 
Hill,  Brigadier  General  of  the  3d  brigade  of  the  militia,  and  Wm.- 
AVelch,  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Haywood  comity:  which  were 
read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  wliole  House, 
Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  in  the  Chair,  to  take  into  corssideration 
the  bill  to  locate  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  tiiis  State;  and^ 
after  some  time  spent  therein,  the  committee  rose,  the  Speaker  re- 
sumed the  Chair,  and  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  the  Chaisman  of 
the  committed,  repoi-ted  the  said  bill  with  an  amendment,  to  strike 
out  all  the  words  of  the  bill  after  the  word  <*  same,"  In  the  Sd  line 
of  the  first  section. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourne«''  to  10  o'clock,  to- morrow  mcrnin;r 
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Thursday,  Jantjary  25,  1827". 
The  Senate  met. 

Mr.  Maltiicws,  from  the  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony,  re- 
ported a  bill  to  secure  to  Elizabeth  KilJion,  of  Lincoln  county,  such 
property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire,  and  a  hill  to  divorce  Kliza 
S.  Dovvling,  of  Anson  county,  from  her  husband  Zacijeus  Dowiing; 
which  bills  were  read  the  fii-st  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  Burney  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Colum- 
bus comity,  praying  that  the  clerks  and  other  civil  officers  of  this 
State  be  appointed  by  tlie  citizens  of  tl»e  several  counties  respective- 
ly^ which  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Griev- 
ances. 

Ml'.  Parker  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  of  the  Senate,  taken 
yesterday,  by  which  was  indefinitely  postponed  the  engrossed  bill  to 
authorise  the  County  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  to  per- 
mit gates  to  be  erected  across  the  pubJic  roads,  and  to  impose  a  tax 
thereonj  whicli  was  agreed  to,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  King,  the 
same  was  macie  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  next.  ■ 

Mr.  Love,  from  the  commiltec  of  Claims,  reported  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Public  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  Pe- 
ter Dowell,  late  slieriff  of  Wilkes  county,  the  sum  of  seventy-oiie  dollars  and  ninety- 
eight  cents,  being-  the  amount  overpaid  by  the  said  Peter  Dowell  on  an  eiToneous 
and  overcharged  statement  of  the  vakiation  of  land  in  the  county  of  Wilkes,  in  his 
settlement  witli  tlie  Comptroller  for  the  year  1823;  and  that  the  Public  Treasurer  be 
allowed  tlie  same  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts. 

Which  was  read  the  lirst  time  and  passed. 

Mr,  Stokes,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  reported  the  follow- 
ing rrsohition: 

Jiesohed,  That  the  Public  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  Hum- 
phrey Posey  the  sum  of  one  liundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  to  cancel  the  unpaid  bond 
or  bonds  given  by  the  said  Humphrey  Posey  foi'the  purchase  of  seventy-five  acres 
of  land,  in  Haywood  county:  provided,  that  the  said  Humphrey  Posey  execute  a  re- 
lease of  his  claim  to  the  said  tract  of  seyenty-five  acres  of  land. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  iKuLjiasaed. 

Mr.  Vanhook  presented  tlie  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  purchase,  either  in  this  State  or  elsewhere, 
£.s  he  may  think  best,  the  stationary  required  for  the  offices  of  State  and  for  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  for  the  ensuing  year;  and  that  the  Treasurer  advance  tiie  Secretary 
•a  sum  necessary  to  make  such  purchase,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars;  and 
that  tlie  rule  of  the  House,  requirinjj'  all  resolutions  and  reports,  the  object  of  which 
is  to  draw  money  out  of  the  Treasury,  to  be  read  three  times,  be  dispensed  with  in 
his  case. 

Wiiich  vvas  read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their 
conctsrrence  in  the  proposition  of  the  Setiate  to  ballot,  at  the  meeting 
of  t!ie  two  Houses  tiiis  ir.orniug,  for  a  Brigadier  General  of  the  Sd 
brigade  and  6th  division  cf  the  militiaj  and  that  Mr.  W.  A.  Blaunt 
and  Mr.  J.  A.  Hill  form  the  committee  on  tlie  part  of  that  House  to 
sujserintend  the  balloting.  Thereupon  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe, 
and  Mr.  Beard,  of  Rowan,  were  appointed  superintendents  on  the 
partof  the  Senate. 
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Mr.  Sneed  moved  that  the  bill  to  establish  a  Medical  Board,  and 
to  re.i^ulate  the  practice  of  Physic  and  Surgery  within  this  State,  be 
committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House^  which  was  agreed  to,, 
and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stokes,  was  made  the  ordei'  of  the  day  for  to- 
morrow. 

Mr.  Beard,  of  Rowan,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct 
the  baliuting  for  a  Bj-igadier  Gi^neral  of  the  3d  brigade  and  sixth 
di'. ision  of  tije  militia,  reported  that  Stephen  Miller  was  duly  elect- 
ed;  A  hie !>  was  concurred  in. 

'Viw  bill  to  locate  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State, 
was.  on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  recommitted  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  House,  and  made  the  order  oi"thc  day  for  Pvlon- 
day  next. 

The  bill  further  to  regulate  tiie  retailing  of  spii'ituous  liquors  by 
the  small  measure,  was  read  the  second  time.  Mr.  Speight,  of 
Greene,  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  strikiog  out  the  word  '•'  lialf,'* 
in  the  seventh  line  of  the  first  sectionj  which  was  not  agreed  to.

The  bill  supplemental  to  an  act,  ])assed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembiy,  entitled  "  An  act  to  cede  to  the  United  States  ^ 
certain  tract  of  land,  called  Bogue  Banks,"  and  the  bill  to  ajnend  the 
several  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  now  in  force  relative  to  the 
public  roads  in  the  county  of  Wilkes,  were  severally  read  the  second 
time  and  passed;  and  the  first  mentioned  bill  was  amended,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Davis,  by  filling  uptlie  blank  in  the  second  section  with 
the  words  "  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,"  and  the  last  mentioned  bill 
was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mi'.  Stokes,  by  filling  up  the  first  blank 
in  the  first  section  with  the  words  "  Horace  B.Satterwhite  and  Lew- 
is Carlton,"  and  by  filling  up  the  second  blank  in  the  said  section, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  King,  with  the  words  "  Montfort  Stokes,  of 
Wilkes,  and  Joseph  N.  Bogle,  of  Iredell."  Thereupon  the  said  bills 
were  severally  read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be 
engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

'  The  engrossed  bill  to  divide  the  Richmond  militia  into  two  sepa- 
rate regiments,  was  read  the  second  time  and  passed,  and  amended, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Leak,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  Wolf  Pitt,"  iii 
the  Ifjth  and  14th  lines  of  the  1st  section,  and  inserting  the  same 
words  aftfr  the  word  <«  Rockingham,"  iu  the  IQih  line,  so  as  to  a^- 
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inch  the  JFoJf  Pttt  coinpany  to  the.Jirst,  instead  of  tiie  second  I'cgi- 
mciit.  Thereupon  t!jc  said  bill  was  read  thethir-d  time  and  passed, 
and  a  njcssage  was  scsit  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  con- 
Cui'ieure  in  the  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Mi'.  !\i'Kay,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  considera' 
tion  of  the  bi!i  limiting  actions  on  judgments,  bonds  and  other  sealed 
instntments,  and  the  equity  of  redemption  on  mortgages;  and  the 
said  bill  was  lead  the  second  time  and  passed.

sons  as  became  puirhasersof  the  Cherokee  lands,  sold  under  the  au 
thority  of  this  State:  by  Mr.  M'lvay,  a  bill  to  compel  children,  who 
are  of  suOicieni  ability,  to  maintain  tlicii-  poor  parents;  by  Mi\  Alex- 
ander, a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1818,  entitled 
'<  An  act  concerning  the  Supreme  Court;'^  and  by  Mi-.  JBell,  a  bill  to 
nppoint  commissionei's  for-the  town  of  Nixonton,  in  Pasquotank  coun- 
ty; whic'j  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed.

tiic  county  of  Da^  idson."  And  a  message  was  sent  to  the  iiouse  of 
Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

ileceived  IVom  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resignation  of  Thn-  |  I 
mas  H.  Weathersbie,  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Martin; 
v>  liich  was  I'cad  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  moi-ning.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  had  received  this  morning  the  afflicting  intelligence  of  the  (hath 
of  Leonard  Martin,  Esq.  one  of  its  members  from  the  county  of 
Hertford;  and  stating,  also,  the  order  which  that  House  had  taken 
in  r:  ga  d  to  his  funeral.

Library  Society  of  BiilTalo,  in  Lincoln  county;  and  a  iiill  to  restore 
to  credit  Willis  Cradley,  oi"  tlie  county  of  Rutherford;  also  a  i-eso- 
lution  in  favor  of  Samuel  M'D.  Tate,  sheriff  of  Burke  county;  in 
which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.

Mr.  Stukes  presented  a  bill  to  j)rovide  for  the  improvenseiit  of 
the  public  road  leading  from  ^^  ilkesborongh,  in  North-Catclina, 
to  Grayson  court  iiouse,  in  Vir-ginia;  and  Mr.  Speight,  of  (ii-eene, 
presented  a  bill  to  incorporate  Josej)Ii  Warren  Lodge,  No.  93,  Stan- 
tonsbui'g,  in  Edgecombe  county;  wliich  bills  were  severally  read 
the  first  time  and  passed. 

And  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  on  Monday  morning  next.

*'  bhulis"  in  the  Sth  line  «>f  the  iii-st  section,  the  f<diowing  words,  to 
w't:  "or  arm  him  or  herself  in  any  inenner  oftensiveiy  or  defensive- 
ly." The  ({iiestion  then  recurred  oti  tiie  passae;e  of  tin-  said  bill  the 
secotid  time;  which  was  deterntliied  in  the  ailii-mative. 

The  Seiiate  resolved  itself  irito  a  cominittee  of  the  whole  House, 
Mr.  Pickett  in  tlic  Clsair,  to  take  into  consideiation  the  bill  to  esta- 
blish a  Medical  Board,  and  to  ree;uli;te  rhe  |)!'actice  of  Physic  and 
SurgTry  within  tliis  State;  and,  after  some  time  spent  theiein,  the 
co\ijmittee  rose,  the  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair,  and  Mv.

7~he  engrossed  bill  to  a{)point  commissioners  to  estahlisii  the 
dividing  line  between  tiie  counties  of  Burke  and  Lincoln;  the  en* 
grossed  bill  to  altej-  tiic  boundar^^  line  between  the  first  and  second 
regiments  of  Buncombe  militia;  tiie  engrossed  bill  to  appoint  cont- 
raissioners  for  the  town  of  Kinstoji,  in  the  county  of  Lenoij-;  the 
I  engrossed  bill  to  regulate  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Qsiartei*  Sessions 
ibi- tin*  county  of  Buncombe;  the  engrossed  bill  to  legitimate  Feggy 
Orrell,  t!ie  child  of  Windsor  White,  of  BeaM.fort  county,  and  to  al- 
ter the  miaies  of  Lf)vey  Ilassei  and  Sidney  Hnssei,  children  of  said 
White,  and  to  legitimate  them;  the  engrossed  bill  authorising  the 
Courts  of  Fleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  county  (d' Richmond  to 
pay  certain  odlcei-s  therein  meiilioned,  an<i  to  regulate  the  poll  tax 
"thcieof;  .and  the  engrossed  bill  to  establish  an  Academy  (ipcm  the 
]an;ls  ol'Joha  D.  Hawkins,  iuthe  county  of  Franklin,  and  for  other 
purposes,  uere severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  enj-olled. 

The  bill  to  authoi'ise  the  huilding  of  a  Steam  Boat,  to  be  used  on 
the  liver  Roanoke,  and  to  incorj)orate  a  company  for  that  purpose^ 
the  bill  to  repeal  an  act  of  the  General  Assensbly,  passed  in  the  year 
1820,  entitled  «'' An  act  directing  the  County  Court  to  pay  fees  to 
cei-tain  officers  thes-cin  named  in  certain  cases,"  so  far  as  lelates  to 
the  counties  mentioned  in  this  act;  and  (he  resolution  in  favor  of  the 
securities  of  James  A.  Means,  late  SheriiTof  Cabarrus  county,  weie 
Geveialjj  read,  the  first  mentioned  bill  the  tiiird  time,  and  the  last 
mentioned  bill  and  resol(iti(»!i  the  second  and  third  times,  and  jjass- 
ed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrcsssed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  CoranionSo 

The  engrossed  resa)lution  in  favor  of  Green  B.  Palmer,  was  read 
the  second  time,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  BiKright,  of  Greene,  the  same 
Was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Seawell  presented  a  bill  to  exempt  practising  I'liTsiciarss 
from  attending  as  witnesses  out  of  the  county  la  wj^ich  tltey  reside; 
Which  was  retnd  the  first  lime  and  passed- 
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jSIr.  Gilr.hiist  pi'csented  tiic  petition  of  Mary  Eliza  Rovvlaml,  of 
Robeson  county,  priiyinj^  for  tiie  passage  of  a  law,  to  secui-c  tc  lier 
•^urh  pi'oporty  as  she  tiiay  hcreal'ter-acijiiiro;  which  was  refencd  to 
the  Committee  of  PropoRitioiis  and  Giievanccs. 

Received  from  the  Mouse  of  Comnions,  a  inessag-e,  statinj^  that 
they  have  i)assed  tiie  fullr)vvint5  enj»rossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  re- 
jieiil  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1824,  entitled  "  Am  act  to  regulate  the 
patrol  of  the  counties  of  Ashe  and  ISfew  Hanover,"  so  far  as  respects 
the  county  of  New  Hanover;  a  hill  pi-escj-ibing  thetinK-  and  ])laceof 
electing:  the  Members  o!  the  General  Assembly  of  tiie  county  nf  Mar- 
tin, and  Members  of  Congi-ess:  a  bill  to  aiitlujrise  VVm,  IJoylan  to 
erect  a  bridge  across  Deep  liiver;  a  Itill  dii'ccting  a  coistiiuiance  of 
ihe  Geological  and  JMineralogical  Survey  of  the  State  of  North  Ca- 
rolina; a  bill  for  tlie  relief  of  sick  and  disabled  seaman  of  the  United 
States;  and  a  bill  relating  to  the  exercise  of  the  I'ight  of  challenge 
ill  certain  cases;  in  v.iruli  tiiey  ask  the  c(nic,nrrence  of  the  Senate. 
Thei-cupon  the  said  bills  weie  scverallv  read  the  first  time  and  pass- 
ed. 

Mr.  Bullock  jn-escnted  a  certificate  of  an  allowance  made  by  tho 
County  Coiirtol  Chowan  in  fiivor  of  Eleanor  Truelove;  which,  on 
.•notion  of  Mv.  Bulhxk,  was  countersigtied  by  the  Speakei- of  the 
Senate,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Conimor.s. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  several  acts,  passed  in  the  year  1823,  in- 
cosporating  Morganton  Academy;  the  bill  to  aitej'  the  times  of  hold- 
ing the  Courts  of  Fleas  and  Quarter  Sessicms  in  Duplin  countyj 
and  the  bill  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  elcclioiis  in  tl.'e  county 
oi  Iji'.iHSuick,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
pas.sed:  and  tiie  last  mentioned  bill  was  amended,  on  niotioii  of  Mr. 
Locke,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  in  each  and  every  year,"  in  the 
Gth  line  of  the  Ist  section.  Thei-Cispon  the  said  bills  were  several- 
ly ordered  to  be  engi'osscd,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Ml'.  Pickett,  from  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reported  a  bill 
to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  authorise  t!ie  County  Couj-ts 
in  this  State  to  direct  the  sheriff  to  sell  any  slave  that  inay  be  taken 
Sip,  and  confined  in  any  jail  as  a  i-unaway,  after  certain  length  of 
iniprisojunent  and  ])ublic  notice,"  passed  in  ]8i8;  uhi(  h  was  reai! 
the  Hrst  time  and  passed. 

TiiC  bill  prescribing  tlie  manner  \n  which  Clerks  of  t!ie  Superior 
Courts  shall  hereafter  be  appointed,  was  rend  the  second  time,  and 
it  was  resolved  b^  the  Seiiatc  that  tliis  bill  shall  rK)t  pass. 

I^eceived  from  tlie  House  of  Commons,  a  messag<',  stating  that 
iiiey  agree  to  i-ecedc  from  iheir  \ot8  of  non-concurrence  in  the  a- 
nvendiuent  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  engrossed  bill  to  divide  the 
Richmond  mililia  irllOt\^o  separate  regiments.  Thereupon  the  eaid 
liiii  was  ordered  to  he  enrolled. 

Ueceivpd  fmm  the  House   of  Co2niiir>ns,  a   message, '  proposing 
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tiiat  the  two  Houses,  at  their  meeting-  to-morrow  morning,  ballot  for 
a  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  for  tlie  ensuing  yearj  which  pro- 
position was  agreed  to. 

Tlic  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  entitled  *<  An 
&ct  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  town  of  Lumbeiton,  in  the  conn- 
ty  of  Robeson*"  passed  in  the  yeai-  1824;  a  bill  to  repeal  an  act. 
j)asscd  in  the  year  1824,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  patrol  of 
the  coimtics  of  Ashe  and  New- Hanover,"  so  far  as  respects  the  coun- 
ty of  New-Hanover;  a  hill  prescribing  the  time  and  place  of  elect- 
ing the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  county  of  Mar- 
tin, and  members  of  Congress;  and  a  bill  to  authorise  William  Boy- 
Jan  to  erect  a  bride  across  Deep  liver,  were  severally  read  the  se^ 
cond  and  thii  d  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1818,  entitled  <«  An 
act  concerning  the  Supreme  Court,"  was  read  the  third  time,  and 
amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Seawcll,  by  inserting  after  the  word 
*f  costs,"  the  words  "  and  jailor's  lees,"  and  by  adding  the  words 
"  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  presiding  Judge  the  defendant  shall 
be  unable  to  give  such  security."  The  question  then  recurred  on 
the  passage  of  the  said  bill,  which  was  determined  in  the  affirma- 
tive, and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 

The  bill  limiting  actions  on  judgments,  bonds  and  other  sealed 
instruments,  and  the  equity  of  redemption  on  mortgages,  was  read 
ihQ  third  time.  Mr.  M'Kay  moved  to  amend  ti>e  same=,  by  striking 
out  all  the  words  thereof  except  the  words  "  a  bill,"  and  inserting 
the  amendment  by  him  submitted.  Mr.  Pickett  moved  to  amend 
the  amendment,  by  adding  an  additional  section  in  the  fol 'owing- 
words,  to  wit:  «  And  be  it  further  enacted,  tliat  all  actions  and  scire 
facias  on  judgments,  which  have  been  heretofore  rendered,  and 
have  remained  ten  years  or  more  from  the  rendition  of  said  judg-^ 
ment  or  issuing  of  t!ie  last  execution  thereon,  and  all  suits  on  bonds 
and  other  sealed  instruments,  heretofore  executed,  where  the  right  of 
action  has  accrued  for  ten  years  or  more,  shall  be  commenced  and 
prosecuted  within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act."  Which 
\vas  agreed  to.  Mr.  Seawell  moved  further  to  amend  the  amend- 
ment, by  inserting  tl'.e  words  "  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State," 
after  the  words  "  non  compos  mentis,"  in  the  7th  line  of  the  second 
section;  which  was  not  agreed  to,  Tlse  question  then  recurred  on 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  M'Kay,  as  amend- 
ed: whicli  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.  Mr.  Seawell  moved 
t!iai;  the  bill  lie  on  the  table;  wiiirh  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Sea- 
well  then  moved  that  the  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House;  which  was  not  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recur- 
red on  the'passagc  of  the  said  bill  the  third  time,  which  W'as  deter- 
mined in  the  negative.  On  this  question  the  yeas  and  nays  were- 
demanued  by  Mr,  Seawell,  which  were  as  follows'

aook,  Williams  of  Beaufort,  Wasden — Nays  30. 

Ml'.  Seawell  presented  a  bill  to  alter  the  times  of  holding  the  Su- 
perior Courts  of  Law  and  Equity  in  the  third  Judicial  Circuity  which 
was  read  the  fii'st  time  and  passed. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning, 

Saturday,  February  S,  1827. 
The  Senate  met. 

Mr.  Stokes  moved  to  withdravv^  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of 
"Wilkes  county,  presented  at  tlie  last  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, praying  an  alteration  of  the  time  of  holding  the  Courts  of  said 
ociuity;  which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Seawell,  the  name  of  Joseph  D.  White  was 
added  to  the  nomination  for  the  appointment  of  Solicitor  in  the  first 
Judicial  Circuit,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  thereof 
by  message. 

Mr.  Stokes,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  reported  the  follow^ 
ing  resolution:

Whic  h  was  read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  from  the  committee  on  the  pttroMaw^sy 
reported  a  bilt  to  prevent  the  owners  of  slaves,  charged  v^ith  a  felo- 
ny without  the  benefit  of  clergy,  from  sending  them  away  to  avoid 
a  trial;  which  \y^s  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message  from  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Goveinor,  in  relation  to  James  N.  Forsythe,  accompa- 
nied with  a  proposition  from  that  House,  that  the  same  be  refeired 
to  a  select  joint  committee;  which  was  agreed  to.  Thereupon  Mes- 
srs. M'Kay,  King,  Hill  of  Stokes,  Hill  of  Franklin,  and  Wilson 
of  Edgecombe,  were  appointed  the  said  committee  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate.

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The, resolution  prescribing^  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Slate,  in 
relation  to  certain  old  plats  and  certificates  of  Survey,  was  r-cad  tiK 
tliird  time  and  passed,  and  auiendcd,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight  oi" 
Craven,  by  inserting  after  the  word  '<  aforesaid,"  in  the  7th  line,  thn 
following  words,  to  wit:  *«  and  any  other  papers."  Thereupon  Ih'' 
same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Com 
mons. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  tiiat 
they  have  passed  the  following  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  alter 
an  act,  entitled  <»  An  act  to  establish  and  incorporate  an  Academy 
in  the  town  of  Greensborougii,  in  tlte  county  of  Guilford,"  passed  in 
rlie  year  1816;  a  bill  to  regulate  the  time  of  appointing  overseers  of 
roads  in  the  county  of  Anson;  a  bill  to  extend  the  time  for  the  regis- 
tration of  gi-ants,  mesne  conveyances,  powers  of  attorney,  bills  oi' 
sale,  and  deeds  of  gift;  a  bill  to  authorise  the  commissioners  of  tht^ 
town  of  Halifax  to  sell  the  Academy  lots  and  their  appui'tenances  it!

and  other  ofiicers  therein  named  to  keep  their  offices  at  the  Court- 
House  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln  and  Wilkes;  a  bill  to  alter  the 
names  of  the  persons  tlierein  mentioned,  and  to  legitimate  them;  r- 
bill  to  render  valid  certain  official  acts  of  Elihu  Chambers,  of  Hay- 
wood county;  and  a  bill  to  authorise  the  persons  therein  named  to 
erect  gates  at  the  places  and  on  the  public  roads  therein  specified; 
in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  tl)e  Senate.  Thereupon  the 
said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Tlie  bill  to  appoint  commissioners  to  run  and  mark  the  dividing 
line  between  the  counties  of  Duplin  and  Wayne,  was  read  the  second 
time  and  passed,  and  amended,  on  m(»tion  of  Mr.  Miller,  by  filling 
the  first  blank,  in  the  first  section,  with  the  words  "  Ezekiel  Sio- 
cumb  and  Stephen  Smith,"  and  by  filling  the  second  blank  witii  the 
words  "  Daniel  Glisson,  senr.  and  John  Watkins."  Thereupon 
the  said  bill  was  read  the  third  time.  Mr.  Wasden  moved  to  amend 
the  same,  by  inserting  the  following  words  after  the  word  ^'respec- 
tively," in  tiie  12th  line  of  the  1st  section,  to  wit:  *«  beginning  at  a 
stake  in  tlje  Sampson  county  line,  at  or  near  wh^re  Gay's  old  house 
formerly  stood,  and  runs  south  80  east  1,540  poles  near  tlie  head  of 
Thunder  Swamp;  thence  north  56  east  700  poles  to  the  moutlKof 
Calf  Pasture  Branch,  at  the  run  of  the  North  East  swamp;  then  down 
said  North  East  swamp  to  tlie  Sandy  Run  a  direct  line  to  a  pine  near 
Joel  Hines's,  known  as  the  corner  of  Wayne,  Duplin  and  Lenoir 
counties."  Which  amenndment  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Ward  then 
moved  to  amend  the  bill,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  aforesaid,"  in 
the  I6th  line,  the  following  words,  to  wit:  "and  the  line  so  run  and 
marked  shall  be  deemed  and  held  the  true  line  dividing  said  coun- 
ties;" which  was  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  pass 
age  of  the  Baid  bill  tiiQ  third  time;  which  was  determined  in  the  at 
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firmative,  and  llie  same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Mr. 
Scott  and  Mr.  Burn^  attend  the  Senate  as  superintendents  of  tlie  balloting 
for  a  Board  of  Internal  Improvement;  and  that  Marsden  Campbell,  James 
J.  M'Kay,  Cadwallader  Jones,  David  Clark  and  Thomas  Steele  are  in 
nomination  for  the  appointment.  Thereupon  Mr.  Sneed  and  Mr.  Da- 
venport were  appointed  superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  tlie  part  of 
the  Senate. 

The  bill  to  declare  runaway  slaves,  who  arm  themselves,  outlaws,  and 
to  punish  them  for  such  otfence,  was  read  tiie  third  time.  Mr.  Seawell 
moved  to  -amend  the  same,  by  striking  out  nil  the  words  of  ihe  bill  after 
the  enactin*  clause,  and  inserting  the  atiiLtidtnentby  him  submitted.  Mr. 
Ward  moved  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  on 
oath,"  in  the  8th  line  of  the  1st  scciion;  which  was  not  agreed  to.  The 
question  recurred  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  ollered  by  Mr.  Sea- 
well;  which  was  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage 
of  the  said  bill  the  third  time;  and  there  being  27  who  voted  in  favor  of 
the  pass£ige  of  the  bill,  and  26  who  voted  against  it,  thereapon  the 
Speaker  of  the  Senate  voted  in  the  negative,  and  it  was  resolved  by  the 
Senate  that  this  bill  shall  not  pass. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  emancipation  lav.s,  was  read  the  third  time. 
Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  striking  out  all 
ihe  words  after  the  word  "  emancipated,"  in  the  3rd  line  of  the  first  sec- 
tion, and  inserting  the  words  "  in  this  State."  Mr.  Joiner  moved  that 
the  bill,  with  the  amendment  under  consideration,  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned; which  v.'as  not  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  a- 
doption  of  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  which  was 
determined  in  the  negative.  Thereupon  it  was  resolved  by  the  Senate 
that  this  bill  shall  not  pass. 

Mr.  Pickett  presented  a  bill  prescribing  the  time  in  which  presumption 
of  payment,  satisfaction  or  abandonment  of  claims  shall  arise;  and  Mr 
Sanders  presented  a  bill  for  the  better  improvement  of  the  navigation  oS' 
Neuse  river.  The  first  mentioned  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  pass- 
ed, and  the  last  mentioned  bill  being  read,  it  was  resolved  bj'^  the  Senate 
that  tills  bill  slial!  not  pass. 

Mr.  Sneed,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Board  of  Interna!  Improvement,  reported  that  Caidwallader  Jones, 
James  J.  M'Kay,  and  David  Clark,  were  duly  elected;  which  report  was 
concurred  in. 

The  bill  to  compel  children,  who  are  of  sufficient  ability,  to  maintain 
their  poor  parents,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Received  from  the'  House  of  Commons,  ihe  resignation  of  William 
A.  Sykes,  as  justice  of  the  peace  of  Northampton  county;  which  was  read 
and  accepted  by  the  Senate.

The  Senate  met. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Miller,  Mr.  Sneed,  the  Member  of  this  House  froiu 
t'tie  county  of  Granville,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  Mr.  Croom,  the 
Member  of  this  House  from  the  county  of  Lenoir,  obtained  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  services  of  the  Senate  from  and  after  this  day;  and,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecombe,  Mr.  M'Daniel,  the  Member  of  this 
House  from  the  county  of  Jones,  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Senate  from  and  after  to-morrow  until  the  end  of  the  presen' 
session. 

Mr.  Boddie  moved  for  permission  to  withdraw  the  petition  of  sundry 
inhabitants  of  Nash,  Wayne,  Johnston  and  Edgecombe  counties,  on  the 
suLJLct  of  the  establishment  of  a  separate  county,  presented  by  him  the 
present  session;  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Stokes  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  Wiikes 
county,  on  the  subject  of  altering  the  time  of  holding  the  Courts  of  said 
county;  and  Mr.  M'Leary  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of 
Mecklenburg  county,  praying  that  Henry  Hargett,  a  soldier  of  the  revo- 
lutionary war,  be  placed  on  the  pension  list  of  this  State;  which  petitions 
were  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grie- 
vances, reported  a  bill  to  secure  to  Mary  Eliza  Rowland,  of  Robesou 
county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  which  was  read  the 
first  time  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  regulate  the  time  of  appointing 
overseers  of  roads  in  the  county  of  Anson;  and  a  bill  to  compel  the  regis- 
ter and  other  officers  therein  named  to  keep  their  offices  at  the  Court 
House  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln  and  Wilkes,  were  read  the  second  and 
third  times  and  passed;  and  the  first  mentioned  bill  was  amended,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Pickett,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  all  terms,"  in  the  9th  line. 
of  the  1st  section,  and  inserting  "any  term;"  and  the  last  mentioned  bill 
was  amen<led,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Stokes,  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"  shall,"  in  the  Bth  line  of  the  1st  section,  the  following  words:  "by 
themselves  or  authorised  deputies;"  and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House 
of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  said  amendments. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Messrs. 
Swain,  Potter,  Barnett,  Armistead  and  Marshall  form  the  select  joint  com- 
mittee, to  whom  stands  referred  the  communication  of  the  Governor  rela- 
tive to  James  N.  Forsytbe. 

Mr.  Stokes,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  reported  the  following 
resolution:

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Seawell  presented  a  bill  relative  to  advancements,  and  a  bill  for 
jhe  better  protection  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  from  losses  by  fire;  and  Mr. 
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King  presented  a  bill   for  the  encouragement  of  Sunday  Schools;  wliich'' 
bills  were  scvejallj  read  tht  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  froin  the  comiTsittee  of  Propositions  and  Grle-

The  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1822,  entitled  "  An  act  de- 
claring what  hogshead  and  barrel  staves  shall  be  merchantable,"  and  the 
bill  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  public  road  leading  from  Wilkes- 
borough,  in  North  Carolina,  to  Grayson  Court  House,  in  Virginia,  were 
severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be 
engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  Beasly,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Solicitor  of  the  first  Judicial  Circuit,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomina- 
tion had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes.  Thereupon  the  nan>es  of  David 
L.  Swain  and  Isaac  N.  Lamb  were  withdrawn  from  the  nomination,  and 
the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resignation  of  Bryant  Ad- 
ams, as  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  of  Johnston;  which  was  read 
and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning.

Mr.  Foreman  presented  the  following  resolution,  to  wit:

Which  being  read,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  indefinite-

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  a- 
grce  to  the  proposition  of  the  Senate  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  Solicitor 
m  the  fit  si.  Judicial  Circuit;  that  the  name  of  George  W.  Barney  is  with- 
drawn from  the  nomination;  and  that  Mr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Hardy  are  ap 
pointed  superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House.  There- 
upon the  name  of  Samuel  T.  Sawyer  was  added  to  the  nominatiun  for  the 
appointment  of  Solicitor,  and  Mr.  Alexander  and  Mr.  Beasly  were  ap- 
pointed superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  King,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  consideration  oi 
the  resolution  reported  by  Mr.  Forney,  from  the  committee  of  Proposi- 
tions and  Grievances,  in  the  following  words,  to  wits  "  Resolved,  that  the 
petition  of  Robert  Gracey  ought  not  to  be  granted."

That  said  Board  shall  meet  in  the  month  of  May  next,  and  shall 
act  upon  the  Claims,  and  allow  such  as  are  accompanied  by  satisfactory  and  unequi- 
vocal evidence  of  their  being  genuine. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  in  due  time  give  notice  of  this  resolution,  and  of 
the  time  of  the  meeting  of  said  Board  in  the  State  Gazette. 

Which  being  read,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Senate  that  the  same  shall 
not  pass. 

Mr.  Stokes,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  whose  duty  it  became  to 
examine  and  destroy  the  Treasury  Notes,  lately  reported  to  the  Legisla- 
ture by  the  Public  Treasurer,  as  being  too  much  worn  and  defaced  for  fur- 
ther circulation,  made  the  following  report:  "  That  on  the  second  of  the 
present  month,  the  committee  met  at  the  Treasury  Office,  and  examined, 
burnt,  and  destroyed  the  amount  ot  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  and 
twenty-three  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents  of  the  said  notes;  and  for 
vvhich  sum  they  recom  nend  tfiat  the  Public  Treasurer  be  credited  in  his 
next  annual  settlement  with  the  Comptroller."  Which  was  rccid  and  a- 
greedto,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons

Received  iVom  Iho  House  of  Coinmons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  repeal  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly., 
passed  ill  the  year  1820,  entitled  "  An  act  directing  the  County  Court  "to 
pay  fees  to  certain  officers  therein  named  in  certain  cases,"  so  far  as  re- 
lates to  the  counties  mentioned  in  this  act;  and  the  engrossed  bill  to  pre- 
vent liaudsand  perjuries  in  certain  cases,  with  amendments  adopted  by 
that  House;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon 
the  same  were  severally  agreed  to,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  inform- 
ed thereof  by  message. 

The  bill  to  aid  the  opening  and  completing  the  State  road  from  Hunts- 
ville,  in  Surry  county,  to  tlie  Virginia  line,  by  way  of  Bovvers'  store,  in 
Ashe,  and  for  ottn*r  purposes,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amended,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  M-Millan,  by  tilling  the  blank  in  the  first  section  witli  (hi; 
names  of"  Richard  Gentry  and  David  Edwards,  senr."  and  iilling  the 
blank  in  the  4th  section  with  the  words  "  live  hundred;"  and  the  sawi^  was 
further  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Seawell,  by  adding  the  following  sec- 
tion: "  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  either  of 
the  commissioners  to  become  a  contractor,  or  be  in  any  wise  interested  in 
any  contract  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act."

Mr.  Elliott  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  striking  out  all 
the  words  of  the  11th  section  after  the  word  "  duty,"  and  inserting  the 
following,  to  wit:  "  Said  patrol  are  hereby  authorised  to  inflict  a  punish- 
ment upon  such  slave  or  slaves,  not  exceeding  thirty-nine  lashes,  nor  less 
than  fifteen."     Which  was  not  agreed  to.     Mr.  M'Kay  moved  further  to 
amend  the  biU,  by  adding  a  9th  section,  to  wit:  "  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted, that  no  patrol  sliall  be  allowed  the  aforesaid  compensation,  unless 
he  shall,  at  the  time  of  clainnng  the  same,  make  oath  before  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  Court,  that  lie  has  laithfully  performed  his  duty  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act."     Which  was  agreed    to.     Mr.  Speight,  of 
Greene,  moved  to  further  amend  the  same,  by  inserting  in  the  6th  line  of 
the  first  section  the  words  "  the  owners  or  overseers  of  a  slave  or  slaves;" 
which  was  agreed  to.     The  question  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said 
bill  the  second  time;  which  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

verally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be 
engrossed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons.

ing the  provisions  of  the  bill  so  far  as  to  render  valid  certain  othcial  acts 
af  Ezcviel  Brown,  surveyor  of  Davi<[son  county.  Thereupon,  on  (notion 
of  Mr.  King,  tlie  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  bill  to  direct  the  Secretary  of  State  to  purchase  and  di=tributc  co- 
pies <ji' the  late  revisal  of  the  hivvs  of  this  State,  by  Chief  Justice  Taylorj 
the  bill  further  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Superior  Courts  on  the 
subject  of  Divorce;  the  bill  to  exempt  practising  Physicians  from  attend- 
ing as  witnesses  out  of  the  county  in  which  they  reside:  and  the  bill  for 
ilio  better  regulation  of  the  trade  of  this  town  of  Fayetteville,  were  sever- 
ally read  (he  second  time,  and,  on  motion,  indefinitely  postponed.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  report  of  the  select  joint  com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  accompanied  with  a  proposition  that  the  same  be  printed;  which 
was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  ComT.ons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  have

said  county  and  recorded."  Which  amendment  wjfs  not  agreed  tOc

The  engrossed  bill  for  (he  relief  of  sick  and  disabled  seamen  of  the  IJ- 
nited  States,  was  read  the  S':;cond  time,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of 
Greene,  was  indefinitely  postponetl. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that  a 
balloting  take  jilace  to-morr()\v  morning  for  Cavalry  ollicers  attached  Ut 
the  11th  brigade  of  the  njilitia;  and  iiominatiM;^  Marcus  Kennedy  for 
Colonel  Commandant,  and  WUlJam  C.  Means  for  Lieutenant  Colooel; 
■which  proposition  was  agreed  t*). 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  indetinitely  postponed  the  engrossed  bill  to  limit  the  Court  of  Pleas 
iind  Quarter  Sessions  of  Surry  county  in  making  allowances  to  their  coun- 
ty oRicers;  and  the  engrossed  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year 
1818,  entitled  *'  An  act  concerning  tile  Supreme  Court." 

Ttie  bill  to  appoint  comn>issioners  to  lay  out  a  road  from  Lincolnton 
to  Statesville,  by  Johti  Tliomas's  ferry,  in  Ircilell  county,  on  the  Cataw- 
ba River;  and  t'le  rcsollititm  in  favor  of  Henry  Ilargett,  of  Mecklenburg 
county,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  thirti  times  and  passed,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  t!ie  House  of  (]oivimons.

Tiie  engrossed  bil'  to  authoiise  the  President  and  Directot's  of  the  Lir 
tcrary  Funx.1  to  raise  '.m^iey  by  way  of  Lotterj'  &nd  forother-punpcses,  Wasv 
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road  the  second  time.  Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  moved  that  the  bill  be  inde; 
linitcly  postponed;  and  the  cjuestion  thereon  was  determined  in  the  nega- 
live.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  this  question  being; demanded  by  Mr  Hili,  of 
iM-anklin,  are  as  follows:

Alexander,  Baird  of 
Burke,  Burney,  Blackwell,  Davis,  Deberry,  Gray,  Gilchrist,  Hunter,  Hill  of  Stokes, 
Hawkins,  King,  Locke,  Leak,  Love,  M'Kay,  Miller,  Matthews,  M'Leary,  Montg'omery, 
Pickett,  Parker,  lliddick,  ItobertS;  Spaight  of  Craven,  Smith,  Sneed,  Speight  of 
'-I-reene,  Sharpe,  Shuford,  Seawell,  Stokes,  Vanhook,  Williams  of  Beaufort,  Wil- 
liams of  Martin,  \Vard — Nays  .36. 

Mr,  M'Kay  moved  to  araend  the  bill,  by  adding  the  Srd  section,  to  wit:

The  report  of  the  committee  of  Finance  on  the  resolution  relative  to 
the  Gold  and  Silver  Ore,  was  read,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  M'Kay,  the 
further  consideration  thereof  was  postponed  until  the  3rd  Monday  in 
November  next. 

The  bill  to  establish  a  Medical  Board,  and  to  regulate  the  practice  of 
physic  and  surgery  in  this  State;  the  bill  to  point  out  and  direct  the  man- 
agr  in  which  the  prosecuting  officers  of  this  State  shall  in  future  be  paid; 
and  the  resolution  relative  to  the  swamp  and  marsh  lands,  were,  on  iik)» 
lion,  indefinitely  postponed. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning,

Senator  from  the  county  of  Wake,  severally  obtained  leave  of  absence 
from  the  services  of  the  Senate  from  after  this  day  until  the  end  of  the 
present  session. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vanhook,  Mr.  Gray,  the  Senator  from  the  county 
of  Randolph,  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  services  of  this  ilouse 
from  and  after  to-morrow  until  the  end  of  the  present  session. 

Mr.  Hill,  of  Franklin,  to  whom  uas  referred,  the  memorial  of  Jona-

a  bill  to  render  valid  the  official  acts  of  Elihu  Chambers,  of  Haywood  coun- 
ty; and  a  bill  to  authorise  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Halifax  to  sell 
the  Academy  lots  and  their  appurtenances  in  said  borough;  also  a  resolu- 
tion in  favor  of  Edward  Griffin;  and  a  resulution  appointing  commission- 
ers to  ascertain  the  practicability  of  connecting  Lockwood's  Folly  liver 
with  Elizabeth  river,  by  means  of  a  navigable  canal.  Thereupon  the  said 
bills  were  severally  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  a- 
gree  to  the  first  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  in  the  engrossed  resolu- 
tion relative  to  the  Secretary  of  State;  but  do  not  agree  to  the  other  a- 
mendments  made  in  the  Senate  to  the  said  resolution,  relative  to  the  pur- 
chase of  carpeting  for  the  floors  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  House  of  Com- 
mons. Thereupon  the  Senate  resolved  to  insist  upon  their  said  amend- 
ments. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  in- 
sist on  their  disagreement  to  the  amendments  made  by  the  Senate  to  the 
engrossed  resolution  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  State  House  in  the 
recess  of  the  Legislature,  and  for  other  purposes.  Thereupon  a  message 
was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  a  conference  on  the  disa- 
greeing votes  of  the  two  Houses. 

Received  Irom  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  concerning  swamp  and  marsh  land  in  this 
State,  with  an  amendment  adopted  by  that  House;  in  which  they  ask  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  same  was  read  and  agreed  to, 
and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed  thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  prescribing  the  mode  of  survey "mg  and  sell- 
ing the  lands  lately  acquired  from  the  Cherokee  Indians,  with  sundiy  a- 
mendments  adopted  by  that  House;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence 
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of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  amendment  to  strike  out  the  words  "as 
well  those  now  surveyed  as  those,"  in  the  3d  and  4th  lines  of  the  4th  sec- 
tion, was  agreed  to;  but  the  amendment  proposed  in  the  13th  line  of  the 
same  section,  to  strike  out  •'  two  dollars,"  and  insert  "  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents,"  was  not  agreed  to,  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  informed 
thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  resolution  relating  to  the  Lunatic  Hospital;  in 
which  they  a^k  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Thereupon  the  same  was 
read  and  concurred  in,  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sneed.  by  adop- 
ting the  amendment  by  him  submitted;  and  a  message  was  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  agreeing  to  the  pro- 
position of  the  Senate  for  a  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  resolution  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  State  House 
in  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  and  stating  that  Mr.  Settle  and  Mr. 
Shepperd  form  the  committee  on  the  part  of  that  House.  Thereupon  Mr. 
Pickett  and  Mr.  Seawell  were  appointed  the  committee  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate. 

Mr.  Sharp,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  a 
Solicitor  in  the  first  Judicial  Circuit,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomina- 
tion has  received  a  majority  of  the  votes.  Thereupon  a  message  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  another  balloting  for  that 
appointment;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to.  The  name  of  David  L. 
Swain  was  added  to  the  nomination,  and  Mr.  Blackwell  and  Mr.  Daven- 
port were  appointed  superintendents  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate.  And  a  message  was  received  ftom  the  House  of  Commons,  sta- 
ting that  Mr.  Montgomery  and  Mr.  Scott  are  appointed  superintendents 
on  the  part  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Love^  from  the  committee  of  Claims,  reported  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

Resolved,  ^  That  the  Secretary  of  State  issue  to  Richard  Bullock,  heir  of  Joshua 
Bullock,  dec'd,  a  warrant  for  eiglit  hundred  and  eighty-eight  acres  of  land,  it  being- 
for  the  military  services  of  the  said  Joshua  Bullock,  deceased,  as  an  Ensign  in  the  re- 
volutionary war. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  King,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication 
from  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  sundry  accounts  accompanying 
the  same,  relative  to  James  Forsythe,  made  a  report  thereon,  which  was 
concurred  in. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  the  committee  of  Claims  was  discharged  from 
all  further  duties  for  this  session. 

The  resolution  on  the  subject  of  a  Penitentiary,  was  read  and  agreed  to, 
and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Hill  presented  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  good  people  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Halifax,  Nash,  Warren,  Wake,  Franklin,  Johnston  and  Granville, 
by  reducing  the  land  and  poll  taxes  of  said  counties;  which  was  read  the 
first  time  and  passed,  and  the  same  being  read  the  second  time,  was,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  indefinitely  postponed.  The  yeas  and 
pays  on  this  question  being  demanded  by  Mr.  Matthews,  are  as  foUowsr

Marsh, 
Matthews,  Montgomery,  Riddick,  Smith,  Sharpe,  Sanders,  Sillers,  Seavvell,  Van- 
hook,  Wilson  of  Camden, — Nays  21. 

Mr.  Biuncy  then  nmvcd  to  leconsitler  the  vote  oftiie  Senate  taken  yes- 
terday, bj  vvlucl)  was  indefinitely  postponed  the  bill  to  relieve  the  people, 
by  reducing  the  land  and  poll  tax  tor  one  year;  and  the  question  was  de- 
termined in  the  negative. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  tlie  resignation  of  Isaac  Rober- 
son,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Haywood  county;  which  was  read  and  ac- 
cepted l.)y  the  Senate. 

Mr.  M'Leary  presented  the  resignation  of  John  Fincher,  as  Justice  of 
the  Peace  of  Mecklenburg  county;  which  was  read  and  accepted,  and  sent 
to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  to  half  past  3  o'clock,  this  afternoon.

of  the  Legislature,  reported  that,  upon  conference  with  the  committee  of 
the  other  House,  they  have  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Senate  to  recede 
from  the  amendments  D,  C,  and  A,  and  to  insist  upon  the  amendment  B; 
which  was  concurred  in.

Received  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  by  his  Private  Secretary, 
Mr.  Campbell,  the  following  communication: 

To  the  Hviorable  the  General  Assembly  of   Nor^h- Carolina: 
GFNTi.F.MEy,— Although  we  have  continued,  during  the  past  jear,  in 
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tlie  uniiitemipU'd  eiijojment  of  all  our  civil  and  religions  privileges:  yef 
t'ne  chastening  liaml  oi  an  all  wise  providence  has  borne  heavily,  on  parti 
ciilar  sections  ol"  our  Stale. — Whether  the  injury  sustained  by  ihe  late  un 
toward  seasons,  is  of  magnitude  sufficient,  tn  merit  your  interference,  is  ;i 
question  submitted  entirely  to  your  discretion. 

Believing  it  universally  admitted,  that  the  existence  of  free  govern- 
ments depends  upon  Ihe  virtue  and  inielligence  of  the  great  body  of  the 
people;  and  thai  these  are  also,  the  sources  ofindividual  comfort  and  hap- 
piness, 1  shall  not  consumeyour  time  in  repeating  arguments  so  often  ad- 
duced, to  shew  the  necessity  ofdiifusing  the  benerits  of  education  among 
the  poorer  class  of  our  tVllow  citizens.  But,  jjermit  me  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  a  clause  in  our  State  Constitution,  which  enforces  the  obliga- 
tion, of  giving  to  this  subj(^ct  your  serious  consideration.  It  is  this:  '*  A 
school  or  schools  shall  be  established  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  for 
the  convenient  instruction  ofywuth,  with  sudi  salaries  to  the  masters,  paid 
by  the  public,  as  may  enable  tliem  to  instruct  at  low  prices.  All  useful 
learning  sl^ailbe  duly  encouraged  and  piomoted  in  one  or  more  Universi- 
ties." The  latter  branch  of  tiiis  constitutional  injunction  has  long  since 
been  complied  with,  by  your  predecessors.  We  have  an  University  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  with  competent  funds.  But,  as  to  the  former,  and 
no  less  important  branch,  concerning  schools, — it  is  to  be  lamented,  that 
from  the  formation  of  the  Consiitutiun,  until  the  las^  session  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  (a  period  of  forty  nine  years,)  nothing  whatever  lias  been 
duiie.  The  last  Legislature  commenced  the  important  work;  but  if  that 
bv'gmnirig  is  not  well  sustained  and  pursued,  the  present  generation  may 
pahS  away,  before  any  thing  elTectua!  is  acconiplished.  Many  enlighten- 
ed persons  believe,  t'aat  it  is  nioie  <liiiicult  for  an  individual  in  ordinary 
circumstances,  to  obtain  for  his  child,  at  this  time,  the  common  rudiments 
of  educatiiHi,  than  it  ^^•as  at  the  perioil  when  our  Constitution  was  adopted. 
This  increased  dllficidty  originates,  in  j)art,  from  (he  increased  demand 
wliich  the  exigencies  of  govenunent  have  made  upon  the  resources  of  indi- 
viduals and  the  enhancement  id' the  necessaries  of  subsistence.  It  appears, 
therefore,  peculiaily  just  and  proper,  that  the  State  should  contribute 
somewhat  to  the  diniiuut:ioM  of  that  burden,  which,  in  part,  it  has  created. 
And  while  it  exacts  and  expects  tibedience  and  support  from  the  citizens 
to  its  laws  and  institutions,  it  should  give  them  tlie  opportunity  to  appre- 
ciate their  pi  iviieges  and  improve  tlieir  condition.  The  least  relieclion 
will  satisfy  us,  that  reading,  willing,  and  the  common  rules  of  arithmetic 
are  highly  essential  to  the  healthy  action  of  our  govei  nnient,  founded,  as 
it  is,  upon  the  supreuiacy,  and  executed  by  the  agencj  of  the  people:  And 
they  unquestionably  contribute  more  largely  to  ihe  individual  benciit  anil 
morality  of  tlie  btjdy  of  the  people,  than  thebianches  oi  severe  science  usu- 
ally taught  in  our  estabhshed  seminaries.  ^-S  hilst  upon  this  subject,  I  beg 
leave  to  remark,  that  the  (  onstitution  itself,  in  (he  section  before  recited, 
hiis  not  only  imposed  the  ohligation,  but  has  also  suggested  an  important 
tni'nii  for  the  cseouiion  ut  the  injunction. 

The  bi'mfits  lesuitlng  fn m  a  well  regulated  and  properly  conducted 
systeni  of  iiMcrnal  Inipro\unierits,  in  a  country  like  ours,  are  too  ap- 
parent ot  require  many  ren^arks  to  prove  (heir  importance.  Let  us, 
for  msiiance,  confine  nur^envs  (o  ilie  limits  of  N(»r(h-Carolina,  and 
mark  her  situation  at  (hi?  tiruf  VV V  ah  know  that  in  |;;irtif uiar  sec- 
tions of  the  State,  the  greati'St  distress  is  at  present  apprelicnded,  a- 
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iiiong  the  poorer  class  of  our  fellow  citizens,  from  the  deficience  of  theva,- 
riiius  crops,  springing  from  sources,  wliich  it  is  unnecessary  to  invesdoate.  ' 
\Vt«  also  know,  that  in  other  sections,  tlie  usual  productions  wore  ne- 
ver more  abundant.  From  the  great  variety  of  soil  and  climate,  may  no^ 
this  state  of  things  often  occur?  Let  me  ask  then,  wliat  is  the  proper 
remedy  for  such  evils?  Can  there  be  any  other  answer  given  than — *  fa- 
cilitate the  intercourse  between  the  dillerent  sections  of  the  State.'  Irj 
other  vk^ords,  open  your  water  courses,  repair  your  old  roads,  and  make 
new  ones.  Make  them,  what  they  sliould  be,  cheap  and  convenient  me- 
diums of  social  intercourse!  Then  the  Hulure  of  crops  in  some  few  coun- 
ties would  not  have  the  eftect  of  thinning  a  population,  already  too  much 
scattered  and  diminisiied.  But  the  redundant  fulness  of  some  parts, 
might  conveniently  be  drawn  oft",  to  fructify  and  sup])iy  less  fortU!iat>;  sit- 
uations. Tiiere  is  every  reason  to  believe,  that  at  the  present  time,  grain 
and  othernecessary  articles  would  not  command,  more  than  their  ordina- 
ry price,  were  it  not  for  the  great  difficulty  of  transportation.  Those  who 
are,  fortunately  the  venders  of  produce  this  year,  ma}'-  be  purchasers  the 
next.  It  behooves  the  people  of  every  part  of  the  State,  maturely  to 
consider  this  subject.  It  is  frankly  admitted,  that  money  has  been,  per- 
haps unnecessarily  expended,  at  the  commencement  of  this  undertaking. 
Buc  is  not  this,  the  fate  of  all  human  undertakings,  v»ithoat  the  benefit 
of  experience?  Is  there  an  individual,  who  for  the  first  time  has  opened 
a  plantation  or  built  him  a  house,'  who  is  not,  at  its  close,  convinced  that 
he  has  committed  many  errors,  and  expended  money  uselessly?  What 
then  would  be  thought  of  the  reasoning,  which  should  gravely  conclude, 
that  these  things,  which  add  so  much  to  our  comfort  and  convenience, 
were  useless,  because  errors  might  be  committed?  I  do  not  advocate,  far 
less  wish,  the  public  money  to  be  unnecessarily  expended,  when  it  can 
be  avoided.  But  a  prudent,  though  unfortunate  management,  may  be 
lamented,  although  it  should  not  be  blamed.  When  it  is  considered  tliat 
there  is  already  a  fund  created,  (the  Cherokee  Lands,)  and  our  fellow 
citizens  will  not  probably  be  burdened  with  additional  taxes,  it  is  most 
respectfully  submitted,  whether  a  judicious  sj'stem  of  Internal  Improve- 
ments, should  not  be  prosecuted?  In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  may- 
be well  to  mention,  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts,  prescri- 
bing the  mode  of  surveying  and  selling  the  lands  acquired  by  treaty  from 
tlie  Cherokee  Indians,  four  sales  at  public  auction  have  been  had,  and  the 
most  valuable  lands  disposed  of.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  lands 
remaining  unsold,  are  of  sufficient  value,  to  be  well  worthy  the  attention 
ef  the  Legislature.  It  is  submitted  to  your  discretion,  to  determine  what 
disposition  shall  be  made  of  them,  it  is  obviously  the  interest  of  the 
State,  and  more  immediately  of  the  citizens  of  that  section  of  the  State, 
I  that  they  should  forthwith  be  brought  into  market,  since  their  value  is 
continually  diminishing,  by  tresspassers,  vA\o  destroy  the  timber  and 
wear  out  the  soil,  and  who  can  scarcely  be  presumed  to  make  good  citi- 
zens or  quiet  neighbors.  Whether  it  will  be  advisable  to  have  theun- 
surveyed  lands  run  out,  and  with  the  surveyed  lands  undisposed  of,  of- 
fered at  pu^}iic  auction,  or  open  an  entry  office  under  suitable  regulations, 
are  subjects  which  will  properly  claim  your  consideration.  Before  we 
take  leave  of  this  subject,  you  will  pardon  me  for  again  calling  your  at- 
tention to  the  reclaiming  of  our  swamp  lands.     It  is  believed  to  he  a  sub 
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ject,  in  which  the  State  is  deeply  interested.  If  the  States  have  the  pow  - 
er  of  regulating  their  own  internal  police,  if  they  have  the  power  of  in 
stituting  precautions  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  and  lives  of  their 
citizens,  can  there  be  a  doubt  of  the  power  to  act  upon  this  subject?  What 
can  stay  the  tide  of  emigiation,  now  Howinj;  to  the  v.est,  but  the  improve- 
ment of  our  own  State?  There  can  be  but  little  doubt,  that  the  underta- 
king would  not  prove  burdensome,  but  would  rather  directly  and  jjreat 
ly  enliance  the  present  revenue,  while  it  would  aujiinent  the  agricultural 
resources  of  the  State,  improve  the  health  of  our  citizens,  and  relieve  our 
territory  from  a  melancholy  blot  on  its  geographical  appearance.  As  to 
the  particular  works  whicli  have  beou  tarried  on,  during  the  past  year, 
their  progress,  &c.  will  be  detailed  iii  atiolher  cohimunication. 

Some  of  our  most  enlightened  fellow  citizens  are  of  (»pinion,  that  the 
criminal  code  is  susceptible  of  improvement.  This  would  be  attained. 
Ivy  leaving  it  discretionary  with  the  proper  jutisdictions,  to  substitute 
either  the  tread  mill,  or  v/ork-house,  instead  of  the  present  modes  of  pun- 
isbment,  for  petty  oK'ences,  by  fine,  imprisonment  and  stripes.  The  as- 
sertion can  scarcely  be  doubted,  that  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  towns 
and  villages,  within  the  last  fev/  years,  the  commission  of  crimes  is  much 
more  frequent  than  formerly.  The  present  modes  of  punishment,  especial- 
ly by  imprisonment,  which  is  most  generally  inflicted,  present  feeble,  very 
feeble  checks  to  their  multiplication,  and  tend  but  little,  either  to  an 
amendment  of  tlie  culprit's  morals,  or  to  produce  a  wholesome  influence 
on  other  wrong-doers.  At  the  same  time,  the  general  insolvency  of  such 
ottt!n<lers,  heavily  accumulates  the  charges  of  prosecutions,  upon  the 
diflerent  counties.  One  of  the  present  modes  of  punishment,  that  of 
whipping,  especially  wliere  meanness  enters  into  the  cojnmission  of  the 
crime,  I  esteem  a  valuable  feature  in  our  criminal  code.  The  propriety 
of  extending  it  to  some  misdemeanors,  at  present  punishable  by  fine  and 
imprisonment,particuIa!ly  in  the  case  of  fraudulently  trading  vvitli  slaves, 
is  respectfully  submitted  to  your  consideration.  1  doubt  not,  that  the  use 
of  the  tread-ndll  and  work  house,  where  such  establishments  were  found 
practicable,  and  were  well  organized  and  conducted,  would  contribute 
largely  to  the  eilicient  administration  of  criminal  justice,  to  the  reforma- 
tion of  oft'cnders,  and  sensibly  diminish  the  charges  of  prosecution,  by 
the  profits  of  the  establishments.  The  present  mode  of  compensating 
our  prosecuting  officers,  appears  to  me  objectionable.  Is  it  not  the 
policy  and  duty  of  ever}^  wise  and  liberal  government,  as  well  to  pro- 
tect the  innocent  as  to  punish  the  guilty?  Can  it  be  right  and  just,  that 
the  compensation  of  these  gentlemen,  should,  in  a  great  degree,  depend 
upon  conviction?  Is  it  not  their  interest  to  convict,  whether  the  accused 
be  innocent  or  guilty?  And,  however  respectable,  still  they  are  but  men! 
liable  to  all  the  v/e:iknesses  "which  flesh  is  heir  to,"  and  capable  of  be- 
ing influenced  by  all  t'le  considerations,  which  influence  humanity. 
Would  it  not  be  preferable,  that  fhey  should  enjoy  fixed  salaries,  thus  re- 
moving all  temptation  to  persecution,  and  make  their  present  fees  paya*- 
ble  to  tiie  county  trustees  and  State  Treasury,  as  reimbursements?  That " 
there  arc  other  defects  in  our  judiciary  system,  cannot  seriously  be  doubted, 
but  w'lcther  they  are  of  that  description,  which  require  legislative  interfere 
fence,  or  sucli  as  are  incident  to  all  human  institutions,  yoi?  alone  are  com- 
petent to  decide. 
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I  herewith  tiansmityou  a  ctiminiinication  from  Vermont, enclosing  a  re- 
jolutioa  of  their  General  Asslimbly,  for  your  concurrence.  It  is,  in  sub- 
taiice,  that  shivery  is  an  evi  to  bu  deprecated  by  a  free  and  enlighten- 
ed people;  and,  declaring  that  their  General  Assembly  will  concur  in  any 
measures,  whicli  maybe  adopted  by  the  general  government,  Tor  its  abo- 
lition in  the  United  States,  that  may  be  consistent  with  the  rights  of  the 
people  and  tiic  general  harmony.  This  is  an  additional  instance,  indica- 
ting, '.hat  States,  like  individuals,  may  fall  into  the  common  error  of  be- 
lieving, ijiat  they  better  understand,  and  with  more  skill  and  to  greater 
a'lvantage  coidd  manage  the  concerns  of  others,  than  they  display  in 
;iieir  own  transactions.  The  reason  is  obviouss  They  take  but  a  partial 
liud  imperfect  view  of  another's  affairs,  without  the  advantage  of  being 
possessed  of  the  whole  ground.  May  not  this  be  the  situation  of  the  non- 
slave  holding  States,  and  can  they  not,  without  transcending  "  the  mo- 
desty of  nature,"  fairly  presume,  that  this  subject,  in  ail  its  bearings,  ig 
inlly  understood  in  the  Southi?  It  becomes  every  State  and  people,  to  be 
peculiarly  alive  to  every  circumstance,  which  may  threaten  their  exis- 
tence; and  to  provide  every  precaution,  against  any  emergency  to  whicii 
they  maybe  exposed  1  repeat  but  a  common  truism,  but  one  apprecia- 
ted by  every  v.ise  people, — ■"  that  peace  is  the  time  to  prepare  for  war." 
From  foreign  force,  or  internal  insurrection,  we  are  indeed  protected  by 
constitutional  provision.  But  it  does  not  become  us,  to  neglect  our  re- 
sources or  overlook  the  peculiarity  of  our  situation,  in  common  with  a 
few  other  States,  arising  from  the  diversity  of  our  population.  We  do 
not  entertain  any  feminine  apprehensions  of  danger.  But  the  frequent 
and  misguided  proceedings  of  individuals,  societies  and  States,  in  othci 
sections  of  our  country,  relative  to  this  question,  demand  from  us  a 
sleepless  vigilance.  These  unauthorised,  unjustifiable  interferences  with 
so  delicate  a  topic,  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as  they  may  induce  the 
States  concerned,  from  a  due  regard  to  their  highest  interest,  to  increase 
tiie  severity  of  their  policy  towards  this  portion  of  their  population;  to 
curtail  existing  privileges  and  forbear  future  immunities,  which  humanity 
might  suggest  and  prudence  sanction.  The  history  of  this  State  will 
shew,  that  our  laws  have  been  gradually  liberalized  in  their  provisions, 
operating  on  this  class  of  our  community,  and  their  domestic  administra- 
tion has  been  ameliorated  in  a  corresponding  degree.  But  if  the  relations 
subsisting  between  masters  and  slaves,  are  not  to  be  left  to  the  unbiased 
operations  of  our  own  sympathies,  justice  and  discretion;  if  inflammutorj 
doctrines  are  to  be  scattered  through  our  laud,  by  foreign  hands;  it  may 
well  be  doubted,  whether  our  attention  may  not  be  more  properly  turned 
from  the  consideration  of  plans  of  amelioration,  to  a  question  of  deeper 
magnitude — the  preservation  of  ourselves  and  country,  from  insurrection- 
ary movements,  through  an  increased  restriction,  or  at  least,  bv  a  more 
vigilant  exercise  of  our  police.  Under  these  impressions  and  opinions,  I 
would  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature,  a  revision  of  the  laws, 
relative  to  calling  out  the  militia  to  suppress  insurrections,  those  for  ap- 
pointing and  keeping  patrols,  and  those  in  relation  to  the  migration  of 
free  persons  of  colour  into  this  State.  The  law  for  callingout  the  miiiiia, 
by  the  variety  of  its  enactments,  may  lead  to  confusion,  and  the  others 
referred  to,  although  they  may  appear  sufficient,  are  permitted,  in  many 
parts  of  cur  country,  to  lie  dora^ant  and  neglected.     Whether  the  eftica- 
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cy  and  activity  of  palrois  would  not  be  considerably  promoted  by  all  in- 
crease  of  |)iivileges,  establisiiod  reinuiieratiun,  or  biglif  r  penalties  iVr  ne- 
glect of  dut_y:  and,  whether  the  policy  of  our  s^ister  Siaies,  prohibitinjji; 
the  migration  of  free  persons  of  colour  within  their  boundaries,  should 
not  be  met  by  countervailing  enactments,  if  constitutional,  are  questions 
submitted  entirely  to  your  discretion. 

In  the  month  of  July  last,  F,  Nash,  Esq.  presented  to  the  Executive 
his  resignation,  as  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  <if  Law,  &.c. 
In  consequence  thereof,  the  Council  of  State  was  convened  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permitted.  They  advised  that  a  temporary  commission 
should  begranted  to  Willie  P.  Maiigum,  Esq.  With  you  it  rests  to  make 
a,  permanent  appointment.  The  lamented  and  much  regretted  (Uatliof 
the  late  Judge  I'axton,  which  has  deprived  the  Courts  of  an  able  and  up- 
right J.idge,  society  of  an  amiable  and  beloved  associate,  iw.d  the  State 
of  an  eminently  useful  citizen,  creates  an  additional  vacancy,  on  the 
same  bench,  which  you,  in  your  discretion,  will  supply.  The  resigna- 
tions of  Justices  of  the  Peace  ami  Militia  Officers,  will  be  found  in  the 
file  marked  B.  herewith  transmitted. 

The  letter  book  of  the  Governor,  will  be  lield  in  readiness,  by  my  Pri- 
vate Secretary,  for  your  examination.  With  it,  the  j()Urnal  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council  of  State,  will  await  the  call  of  the  Legislature. 
In  the  Tatter  will  be  found  the  correspondence,  between  the  Executive 
and  the  Council,  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  filling  vacaticies,  which  may 
occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature.  On  this  subject,  a  great  va- 
riety of  opinions  has  existed  among  my  predecessors. 

Through  the  hands  of  the  Hon.  John  Branch,  one  of  our  Senators  in 
Congress,  I  have  received  a  communication,  herewith  transmitted,  (in  tile 
A,)  proposing  to  publish  the  debates  of  the  several  States,  on  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Federal  Constitution,  by  Jonathan  Elliot. 

Many  important  subjects,  independent  of  those  herein  submitted,  will 
doubtless  come  under  your  consideration.  Such  assistance,  as  my  feeble 
abilities  can  afford  your  deliberations,  during  my  continuance  in  olfice, 
will  most  cheerfully  be  afforded  by,

1.  The  Speaker  slnilltakc  tliP  Chair  every  flay,  at  Ihc  hour  to  v  hich  the  House  shall  liavp 
aJjournetl,  unci  shall  immetliatcly  call  the  Members  to  orilcr;  anil,  fn>  the  appearance  of  a 
fjuoruni,  shall  cause  the  Journal  of  the  prceccliTig  clay  to  he  read,  tie  sliall  jiresci've  order 
:in(!  ilecoruin,  and  questions  of  order  shall  he  decided  hy  the  Speaker  without  debate,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  House  hy  any  Member;  in  \\hicli  case  the  Speaker  may  deliver  hir. 
opinion  in  preference  to  any  other  Member.  Jle  shall  rise  to  put  aq'.iestion,  but  may  state 
it  silting.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  i'orm,  to  wit:  "As  many  as  arc  of  opinion 
that  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  Aye;"  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "  As 
many  as  are  of  the  contrarj-  opinion,  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doid)t,  or  a  division  be  call-

;  equire  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Hovise. 

0.  When  two  or  more  Members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  Alera- 
bcr  to  speak. 

7.  Ko  Merulier  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  leave  of  the 
House. 

8.  Whilst  the  Speaker  ispatingany  question,  or  addressing  the  House,  no  person  shalt 
5peak  or  walkout,  or  across  the  House;  nor,  when  a  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  . 
discourse,  or  pass  betv\  een  liim  ;xnd  the  Chair. 

'J.  No  Member  sh.all  vote  on  any  question,  unless  within  the  har  of  the  House  when  the 
same  was  stated;  and  the  range  of  pillars  on  the  north  side  of  the  Commons  HaJl  shall  be 
considered  the  bar  of  the  House. 

10.  Every  Member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question  is  stated,  shall  give  his 
TOtCjUnless  the  House,  {nr  special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him.

The  first  person  named  shall  be  chairman  of  the  committee,  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  cause  the  members  thereof  to  be  convened  when  necessary.

35.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  deemed  to  contmue  in  office  until  ;mother  is  ap- 
poinied. 

36.  No  standing  order  shall  be  rescinded  without  one  day's  notice  given  of  the  motion 
thereof. 

37.  When  a  bill  is  introduced  to  repeal  a  public  law,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  law,  or 
part  intended  to  be  repealed,  shall  be  read  at  each  separate  reading  of  the  bill. 

38.  Six  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  to 
wit:  a  committee  of  Claims,  a  committee  of  Pi'opositions  and  Gi-ievances,  a  committee  of 
Education,  a  committee  of  Agriculture,  a  committee  of  Internal  Improvement  and  a  com- 
iHittee  of  Privileges  and  Elections.

Engrossing-  Clerks,  and  informing  that  the  names  of  Felix  Axley  and 
Wm.  II.  Hinton  are  withdrawn  tVom  the  nomination.  On  motion,  order- 
ed that  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  informing  that  Mr.  Best  and  Mr. 
Green  wait  on  the  Senate  as  a  committee,  on  the  part  of  this  House,  to  su- 
perintend the  balloting  for  Engrossing  Clerks;  and  that  the  names  of 
Robert  H.  Wynne  and  Henry  Carson  are  witlidrawn  from  the  nomination.

Mr.  Best,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
the  Enjirosting  Clerks,  reported  that  the  committee  Iiad  'perloi'med  that 
duty;  and  that,  on  examining  the  ballois,  it  appeared  neither  ot"  the  can- 
didates had  a  MiMJurity  of  the  whole  number.  The  question  to  concur 
'A'ith  the  report  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  resignations  of  R.  C.  Power,  colonel  comniandant  of  the  Warren 
regiment  oi"  militia;  John  \V.  Hooper,  colonel  coinmaiulant  of  llic  lltli 
regiment  of  tlie  thirteenth  brigade;  Joseph  S.  Mayo,  lieutenant  colonel 
of  the  Hyde  militia;  Jolm  Hodges,  colonel  commandant  of  tlie  54th  regi- 
ment; and  A.  Macieod,  lieutenant  colonel  of  said  regiment  of  Ctimber- 
land  militia:  Thomas  Cartrell  and  Frank  Biake,  of  CoUunbas  county; 
Larkin  E.  York,  of  llandolph  county;  John  Uicks.of  Nash  county;  Har- 
dy Lee,  of  Johnston  county;  and  George  D.  Phillips  and  Benoni  tjams, 
of  Buncombe  county,  justices  of  the  peace,  were  presented,  read  and  ac- 
cepted. 

The  Speaker  hd'l  before  the  Hotise  the  report  of  the  Public  I'rcasurcr: 
To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assemlib;  of  tile  State  of  J\  oH/i- Carolina: 

GE?fTr.E?iE>', — In  obedience  to  the  act  of  A  sseml)ly  v.l>icli  i-eqiures  of  the  Pulilic  Treasurer 
of  this  State,  for  tl)c  time  being,  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislature,  i  do  myself  the 
lionour  resneclfull}"  to  submit  the  following;,  to  wit: 

The  receipts  at  the  Treasury  of  North-Carolina  for  the  year  commencing-  with  the  first 
day  of  Xovember,  1S25,  snd  ending  with  the  last  day  of  October,  lSi2G,  including  sundry 
payments  of  arrearages  and  the  public  taxes  of  every  other  description  vhiih  became  duo 
and  Avere  paid  at  the  Treasurj-  of  this  State  within  that  period;  together  with  the  dividends 
declared  by  our  ttn-ee  several  Banks  and  which  Avere  not  ajjin-opriated;  tiie  ]>iirchase  mo- 
ney or  proceeds  of  the  A'acant  lands  lattci-ly  entered  and  paid  for  in  con.-se  of  the  time  a- 
bovc  mentioned,  and  tb.e  collection  made  from  the  bonds  given  by  purchasers  of  the  public 
lands  near  Raleigh  which  were  sold  in  1S2U,  amount  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-live  thou- 
sand, one  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars,  and  forty-nine  cents,  and  one  fourth  of  a  cent; 
including  an  item  of  twenty-one  thousand  and  forty-two  dollars,  and  seventy  cents,  receiv- 
»~d  into  the  Treasury  in  course  of  the  year,  as  a  reimbursement  of  the  like  sum  theietoforo 
advanced  and  paid  out  of  it,  in  aid  of  the  fund  for  Internal  Improvements  and  to  extinguish 
the  claims  of  sundry  Indians  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  to  certain  reservations  of  lands  in 
Haywood  county  ($135,147  49^.) 

To  this  sum  the  balance  remaining  in  the  Treasury  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1S25, 
and  thereafter  to  be  accounted  for,  as  re]»orfed  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  being  added, 
viz: — One  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand,  eight  liundred  and  eighty-four  dollars,  and  twen- 
?y-seven  cents,  and  three  fourths  of  a  cent,  an  aggregate  amount  of  two  hundred  and  for- 
ty-nine thousand,  and  thirty-one  dollars,  and  seventy-seven  c(ints  is  formed  ($249,031  77.) 

From  this  sum  total,  disbursements  have  been  made  within  the  time  first  above  mentioned, 
including  the  defaced  and  worn  Treasury  Notes  burnt  by  tiie  last  Assembly,  to  amount  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-three  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  seven 
cents  (§123,729  07,)  the  vouchers  for  which,  including  a  warrant  of  transfer  for  twelve 
thousand,  three  liundi-ed  and  four  dollars,  ninety-five  cents,  and  an  half  ($12,304  95^)  to 
the  common  school  or  education  fund,  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Comptroller,  and 
-passed  upon  by  that  officer. 

This  expenditure  bemg  deducted  from  the  aggregate  amount  above  mentioned,  will  he 
found  to  leave  a  balance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand,  three  hundred  and  two  . 
dollars,  and  seventy  cents  remaining  in  the  Treasury  of  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember last — say  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1S2G,  and  hereafter  to  be  accounted  for 
($125,302  70.) 

For  the  several  items  forming  the  reception  and  expenditure  above  mentioned,  the  Pub- 
lic Treasurer  asks  leave  respectfully  to  refer  to  the  pi-inted  statements  prepared  and  fur- 
nished by  the  Comptroller,  for  the  use  of  the  Members  of  the  present  General  Assembly. 

The  State  Bank  of  North-Carolina  declared  dividends  in  the  months  of  December  and  ■ 
June  last  at  the  i-ate  of  4  per  cent;  which,  on  the  shares  held  in  it  by  this  State,  amount- 
ed to  twenty-one  thousand,  five  hundred 'and  forty-four  dollars;  which  were  passed  to  the 
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4reJ.it  ol"  tlic  Slate  by  thnt  Sank,  and  are,  of  course,  iiiclailcd  l\\  the  amount  of  the  re- 
ceipts ;\t  tl>e  Public  Treasury  iirst  above  laentioned: — the  De'^eiiibcf  dividend,  however, 
was,  as  usual,  s'.ibjectod  to  a  r«(hictioa  oi"  three  thousaail,  three  hundred  and  fii'ty-six  dol- 
lars, and  tueuty-tour  cents;  being  the  amount  of  the  interest  whicli  had  accrued  and  was 
payable  out  of  it  to  the  i?ank  according  to  law,  on  account  of  tlu;  unpaid  for  shares  of  the 
slock  held  tlierein  by  North-Carolina,  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  of  the  said  dividend: — 
tlie  voucher  for  wliich  i-eductioii  from  the  dividend  and  payment  lo  the  Hank,  is  incliuieci 
in  the  general  account  of  expenditures  or  disburseuicQls  tor  the  late  ILscal  year,  and  will  be 
foun<l  in  the  files  handed  over  to  tlie  Compl  roller,  as  above  mentioned. 

Tl)e  lianks  of  Cape-Fear  ;i!v,)  Xewbcrn  lilicwise  declared  half  yearly  dividends  in  the 
months  above  uientioned:  the  Bank  of  Cape-Fear  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent:  and  the 
Bank  of  Newbern  at  tiie  rate  of  four  per  cent;  part  of  the  proceeds  of  u  hich  it  will  be  re- 
collected are  appropriated  and  goes  to  tlie  land  created  for  internal  Improvements: — an(l 
those  Uanks  ileclared  also  additionally  at  the  same  times  and  at  the  same  rate,  on  the  stock 
or  shares  of  their  capita!  latcdy  purchased  by  the  State;  the  first  named  to  amount  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  fifty-six  dollais; — and  the  other'to  amount  of  eight  hundred  and  eighty - 
four  dollars;  whicii  two  sums  were  paid  into  the  common  Treasury  of  the  Stale,  and  are  ir.- 
cluded  in  the  warrant  of  transfer  to  the  education  fund  herein  before  noticed. 

Of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  tuenty-five  thousand,  three  Imndred  a. id  two  dollars  and 
seventy  cents  above  mentioned,  as  being  tiie  balance  due  and  payable  froiii  tlie  Public  T-rea- 
surcr  to  the  State  of  North-Carolina  on  the  ilrst  day  of  November  last,  fort}--one  thousand, 
three  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars  and  forty-five  cents  vrcre  deposited  and  stood  at  my 
credit,  as  Public  Tx-easurer,  in  the  State  Bank  at  lialeigli.

The  remainder  consists  of  worn  and  redeemed  Treasury  Notes,  v.'-'ilc]i  have  so  consider- 
ably and  so  rapidly  accuniuhated  since  the  first  of  2\'ovembar  lasi,  as  to  put  it  out  of  m}-^ 
power  hitherto  to  count  and  prepare  them  for  burning,  v.hich  shall  liowever be  done  a.j 
soon  as  practicable: — of  warrants  and  otiier  claims  on  the  Trer.sury  prdd  off  and  taken  up 
since  the  close  of  tlie  late  fiscal  year; — and  of  Bank  Notes  and  current  Treasury  Notes  kepc 
in  ihe  olfice  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  demands  or  expenditures  of  the  d:\v,  v.diich  are 
oiLen  great  and  rarely  fail  to  be  considerable.  ~  ,.^-  f 

It  wdl  be  seen,  from  the  Comptroller's  Statements, as  v.'cll  as  from  this  report,  that  th.r,-  I 
common  school  fund  hail  at  its  credit,  on  the  first  day  of  November  last,  the  sum  of  twelve:    \ 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  four  dollars,  ninety-five  cents  and  an  h'df;  since  ■which  tiinc     I 
and  on  the  7th  of  December  instant,  the  dividend   declared  Ijy  the  Cajie  Fear  Navigation      ; 
Company  for  IS 2G  on  tlie  shares  held  in  it  by  North  Carolina,  amounting  to  four  hundred      S 
and  twenty  dollar.ii,  (which  also  is  appropriated  and  belongs  to  that  fund,)  has  been  paid  in-      | 
to  the  Treasury  of  the  State.     Tiiis  iteni  however  could  neither  be  reported  nor  otherwise,     i

The  Treasuiy  Notes  last  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly  were  not  all  issued  or  sold 
on  tlie  first  day  of  November  last,  nor  are  the  whole  of  fbem  yet  disposed  of,  a  few  shi'ets  re- 
jiiaining  still  on  hand,  but  not  more  than  will  probrdily  be  sold  in  course  of  the  present  ses- 
.iion  of  the  Asseml)ly:  this  item,  however,  in  conformity  with  the  assurance  given  b)' ihc 
Treasurer  in  his  last  annual  report,  was  incorporated  in  liis  general  account  for  1820  as  set- 
tled with  the  Comptroller  on  the  fii-st  day  of  November  last,  and  was  then  set  off  and  balan- 
ced by  the  delivery  of  Bank  Stock  or  shares,  purciiased  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  State, 
to  that  officer  in  full  of  tlie  same; — and  to  liiia  was  likewise  delivered,  at  the  same  lime,  oth- 
er Shares  of  Bank  Stock  bought  with  the  suiidus  monies  in  the  treasury  in  course  of  the  fis- 
cal year  of  1826,  to  amoutit  often  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  tlollars,  as  may 
be  seen  by  his  statements  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  Members  of  this  Assenddy:  Tlie  stock- 
above  mentioned  was  of  the  three  several  Banks  of  North-Carolina: — The  shares  which 
were  of  the  State  Bank  and  of  the  Bank  of  Ncwbei-n,  which  have  hitherto  and  for  years  past 
declared  their  dividends  at  the  rate  of  4  percent,  half  yearly,  were  purchased  at  par:  and 
:hose  which  were  of  the  Bank  of  Cape-Fear,  which  has  latterly  declared  at  the  rate  of  three 
per  cent,  half  yearly  only,  were  bought  at  ninety-five  dollai'S  per  share. 

Pursuant  to  tlie  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  "last  (jenerid  Assembly,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
cede  to  the  United  States  a  certain  tract  of  land,  called  Bngue  Banks,"  the  sum  of  twelve 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  lias  been  sent  or  remitted  tome  by  Lieutenant  William 
A.  Elisson,  of  the  Engineers,  and  agent  of  fortifications  at  Fort  Macon,  to  be  deposited  in 
rhe  T'ublic  Treasury  as  the  purchase  money  and  in  payment  tor  the  lands  ceded  to  the  Unit- 
ed States  by  North-Chrolina,  through  the  said  Act:  Applications  have  since  been  made  at 
the  Treasury  b}'  one  or  more  of  the  claimants  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  for  a 
part  or  portion  of  the  money  so  deposited,  or  rather  for  information  as  to  the  manner  or 
jneaus  ncccssaiy  to  the  obtaining  it;  which  have  been  necessnriiy  postponed  on  the  ground, 
that  the-  Public  Treasurer  is  not  clothed  with  any  power  by  the  act  aforesaid,  to  judge  either 
of  the  validity  of  the  claims  which  might  be  preferred,  or  to  pay  ofl  or  discharge  such  as 
should  be  considered  good  and  valid: — On  t!ie  grounds  likewise  that  all  power  in  regard  to 
;liis  deposite  rests  wholly  with  the  Legislature: — and  on  the  ground luoreovei-  that  the  Public 
Treasurer  has  not  yet  seen  or  been  furnished  with  the  evidence  on  which  any  such  claims 
j-cst. 

A  part  of  the  purchase  money  bid  for  the  lands  belonging  to  this  State  near  Raleigh,  and 
v-liich  were  sold  in  1S20,  remains  still  unpaid:  Judgments  .have,  from  time  to  time,  been 
had  in  every  instance,  save  two,  in  which  payment  was  w  ithheld'  or  delayed:  but  it  has  un- 
ibrtunately  luappened  that,  in  several  cases,  tlie  purcliasers,  together  with  their  securities, 
nroved  insolvent,  and  consequently  the  executions,  whicli  have  been  frequently  issued,  havs; 
been  uniformly  returned,  in  these  cases,  with  an  endoj-sement  of  "  not  satisfied,"  and  of 
jourse  without  the  money  due: — The  Law  authorising  and  ordering  the  sale  of  those  lands, 
provided  tliat  no  deed  or  other  conveyance  should  be  made  until  the  purchase  money  was 
tally  paid  up;  and  thus  it  hapj)ens  tliat  the  lots  of  land  so  sold  and  not  p;u(l  for  still  remain  to 
the  State,  no  conveyance  or  title  whatever  having  been  made  for  them  by  tlie  Commissioners 
'.vbo  were  authorised  and  appointed  to  sell  them: — The  purchasers  ho  v.ever  continue  to  claim 
•hem  and  to  exercise  ownership  over  them,  on  the  ground  of  Laving  hid  them  off  and 
.•ovenanted  to  pay  for  them;  although  it  is  known  and  admitted  that  they  have  no  power  to 
do  so,  they  and  their  securities  having  long  since  proved  insolvent  as  aforesaid;  and  some  of 
them  continue  likev  ise  still  to  use  the  lots  or  lands  as  their  own,  by  cutting  and  taking  the 
timber  from  oft"  them,  and  committing  other  wastes  on  them.  The  Public  Ti-easuer  hereto- 
ibre  made  a  like  representation  to  the  General  Assembly,  but  as  no  etfectuid  remedy  was 
then  or  has  since  been  provided,  and  these  matters  still  remaining  in  the  same  or  a  worse 
situation,  he  has  considered  it  his  duty  again  to  mention  them,  as  there  remains  not  the  most 
distant  prospect  or  probability  that  payments  will  be  made;  w  hllst  liie  lots  or  lands  in  question 
will  necessarily  be  lessericd  in  value  when  dispoiled  of  the  remaining  grouth  of  timber  at 
pi-esent  on  them,  and  will  indeed  thereby  become  in  a  measure  woi-thless. 

The  exposes  or  statements  of  the  situation  of  the  Banks  of  this  State,  as  required  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Assembly  of  1822,  are  herewith  transmitted.

and  that  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  that  subject,  be 
referred  to  that  committee.  Pursuant  to  the  joint  rules  of  the  two  Hous' 
es,  we  have  appointed  a  committee  on  the  Judiciarj';  and  we  do  not  a- 
gree  to  your  further  proposition,  that  a  select  joint  committee,  to  consist 
of  five  Members  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Commons,  to  be  styled  the 
committee  on  the  Cherokee  lands,  be  raised,  to  w!ion»  shall  be  referred  so 
much  of  the  Governor's  message  as  relates  to  that  subject.

Mr.  Settle,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to 
whom  was  refeired  the  petitions  of  Jonathan  Coopor,  of  the  county  of  Ber- 
tie, Nimrod  Lunsford,  of  tlie  county  of  Burke,  William  Porter  and  Wil- 
liam Fewell,  of  Rockingham  county,  reported  that  the  commiitee  had  con- 
sidered the  said  petitions,  and  deem  the  prayers  thereof  reasonable,  and 
instructed  him  to  report  a  bill  on  their  behalf;  entitled  "  A  bill  authori- 
sing Jonathan  Cooper,  of  the  county  of  Bertie,  to  erect  a  gate  on  the  pub- 
lic road  leading  from  Salmon  Creek  to  Spruill's  Ferry;  William  Fewel!, 
of  the  county  of  Rockingham,  to  erect  a  gate  on  tlie  public  road  cnissing 
Dan  River  at  his  plantation,  called  Lacy'sFord;  William  Porter,  of  the' 
county  of  Rockingham,  to<?rect  a  gate  on  the  public  road  crossing  Dan  Ri- 
ver at  his  plantation,  leading  to  the  town  of  Madison;  and  Nimrod  Luns- 
ford, of  the  county  of  Burke,  to  erect  a  gate  on  the  public  road  leading 
from  Oxford's  Ford,  on  the  Catawba  River,  to  Wilkes  Court  House."  and 
to  recommend  the  passage  thereof.  The  report  Avas  concurred  in,  and 
the  bill  reported  read  the  first,  second  and  third  times,  passed,  and  order- 
ed to  be  engrossed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Spruill,  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  question  of  rejection  of 
the  bill  concerning  executors,  administrators  and  guardians,  moved  that 
the  House  do  now  reconsider  that  vo^e.  The  question  thereon  passed  in 
the  affirmative.  The  bill  thereupon  was  read  the  second  time,  amendedi 
and  passed.

On  motion,  ordered  that  the  Senate  be  informed  by  message  that  this 
House  recede  from  thoi.-  non  concurrence. 

Mr.  Scott,  with  leave,  presented  a  bill  to  appoint  a  commissioner  to 
collect  statistical  information  relative  to  this  State,  and  to  prescribe  the 
fluties  of  said  commissioner.  The  said  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and 
passed.

to  the  nomination.

and  stocks,"  reported  that  the  committee  had,  according  to  order,  consi- 
dered the  said  bills,  and  instructed  him  to  recommend  that  they  be  re- 
jected. The  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  said  bil's  lead  and  rejected. 

Mr.  Scott,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Solicitor  for  the  first  Judicial  Circuit,  reported  that  the  committee  had 
performed  that  duty;  and  that  it  appeared,  on  examining  the  ballots,  nei- 
ther of  the  candidates  had  a  majority  of  the  whole  number.

lation of  costs,  reported  that  the  committee,  according  to  order,  had  consi- 
dered the  resolution,  and  instructed  him  to  recommend  that  it  be  rejected. 
The  question  thereon  passed  in  the  affirmative.  , 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  representation  of  the  Public* 
Treasurer  on  the  subject  of  a  voucher  applicable  to  the  funds  set  apart 
for  Internal  Improvements  and  the  promotion  of  Agriculture,  which  was 
rejected  by  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  in  his  settlement  with  tlie 
Board.  The  representation  being  read,  Mr.  Toomer  introduced  a  reso- 
lution rec^uiring  the  Board  to  admit  the  said  voucher.  Tlie  question 
thereon  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr,  A.  Moore,  from  the  «elect  joint  coma->i(tee  to  whom  v.as  referred 
certain  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  relative  to  amending  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the  mode  of  electing  the  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  reported  that  the  commit- 
tee, according  to  order,  had  considered  the  said  resolutions,  and  instructed 
him  to  report  a  system  in  relation  thereto;  which  was  read  and  agreed  to, 
and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  with  a  proposition  thiit  it  be  printed, 
one  copy  for  each  Member  of  the  Assembly.

On  motion,  ordered  that  Mr.  Burns,  after  to-morrow,  and  Joseph  Ed- 
wards, after  the  next  day,  have  leave  of  absence  until  the  end  of  the  ses- 
sion. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  representation  of  the  Speaker  of 
the  Senate,  stating  that,  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature,  Mr.  Stan- 
ly and  himself  were  appointed  commissioners  to  collect  informatitm  and 
prepare  a  plan  to  carry  into  effect  the  establishment  of  a  Lunatic  Asy- 
lum in  this  State,  with  instructions  to  report  such  a  plan  for  the  same  as 
they  might  deem  advisable,  with  an  estimate  of  the  expenditure  necessa- 
ry to  its  erection,  &c.  &c.

&uch  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the  bill  to  secure  to  Martha 
13arbee,  of  Wake  county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the 
bill  to  secure  to  Elizabeth  Robertson,  wife  of  William  Robertson,  of 
Wake  county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the  bill  to 
secure  to  Mary  Waller,  wife  of  Amos  J.  Waller,  of  Duplin  county,  such 
projjerty  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the  bill  to  secure  to  Sidney  Smith, 
of  VVake  county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the  bill  to 
secure  to  Mildred  Smith  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the 
bill  to  secure  to  Mourning  Adams,  of  Randolph  county,  such  property 
as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  the  bill  making  compensation  to  the  own- 
ers of  outlawed  and  ex  cuted  slaves  for  the  county  of  Northampton; 
the  resolution  requesting  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  obtain  from  the 
Clerks  of  the  several  Superior  and  County  Courts  a  statement  of  the 
prison  fees  and  charges  for  the  imprisonment  of  persons  confined  for  the 
commission  of  crimes  within  twelve  months;  and  the  resolution  in  favor 
of  Henry  Hargett,  of  Mecklenburg  county. 

The  House  then  adjourned  until  Monday  morning,  10  o'clock. 
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Monday,  February  12,  1827. 

The  resignation  of  William  D.  Smith,  Brigadier  General  of  the  lotli 
jrigade  of  tlie  militia,  was  presented,  read  and  accepted. 

Mr.  Seawell,  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  vote  of  rejection  of  the 
resolution  in  favor  of  Henry  Hargett,  of  Mecklenburg  county,  moved  that 
the  House  do  now  reconsider  that  vote.  The  question  thereon  passed  ia 
the  negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Settle, 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  pay  to  Lemuel  Dowdy  and  William  Johnston  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  each  per  day  tor  cutting  fire  wood  for  the  capitol  and  public  of- 
fices during  the  present  session;  and  the  same  be  allowed  him  in  the  settlement 
of  his  public  accounts. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  rule  requiring  resolutions,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
draw  money  from  the  Public  Treasury,  to  be  read  three  times  in  each  House,  be  dis- 
pensed with  in  relation  to  this  resolution. 

Sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jones,  of  Warren, 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  House  sincerely  lament  the  affliction  with 
which  the  Honorable  John  Stanly  is  visited,  and  deeply  sympathise  with  his  family^and 
friends  in  a  calamity  which  threatens  to  deprive  them  of  his  affectionate  care  and 
protection,  and  the  State  of  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments. 

On  motion,  ordered  that  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  proposing  to 
adjourn,  sine  die. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  informing  that  they  had  acted  on  all  the 
business  before  them,  and  were  ready  to  adjourn. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Settle, 

Resolved,  wianimotisli/.  That  the  thanks  of  the  House  of  Commons  are  due, 
and  are  hereby  presented  to  the  Honorable  James  Iredell,  for  the  able,  dignified  and 
impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  Speaker  of  this  House 
during  the  present  session. 

The  Speaker,  thereupon,  returned  his  thanks  to  the  House,  and  adjourn- 
ed it,  sine  die.
